I 
know nothing of what had passed 
between him and General Grant 
and care nothing about it, but 
the evidence is conclusive from what he said 
and did while here that he had no intention of 
going to Savannah until General Hood got in 
his rear, and came very near capturing his sup- 
plies at Altoona. Then he divided his forces, 
pending half of them under General Thomas 
to fight Llood in Tennessee, while he came 
back to Atlanta aud started to the sea.

*‘Tlood’s movement was a perfect surprise to 
Sherman, and there is overwhelming evidence 
that up to that time Atlanta was to be his per- 
manent headquarters, and that he thought the 
war would end here, notwithstanding what has 
been said in his memoirs and General Grant’s 
book. Inthe first place, when he took At- 
lanta he promised his army a month’s rest, 
but when Hood surprised him he started to the 
coast before his soldier’s had recuperated. 
When he was at my house he said that 
he was7~ going to fortify Atlanta 
and make it a second Gibralter 
so that 5,000 men could hold it against the 
world, and thatthe army of Virginia would 
come here and end the war. He further said 
that his chief engineer was making the survey 
for the fortitications. All this he said at my 
house in the presence of witnesses. One of 
them, however, like General Grant, cannot 
testify iu any court on the earth—the other 
witness is living.

“The next item of evidence is his order to 
his chief engineer, which is as follows: 

‘srd. The chiefengineer will promptly reconnoiter

HISTORY THAT READS LIKE FIC- 
TION. 


Romances in Keal Life That Have Had 
Well Known Public Characters for Their 
Heroes, 


Each of our American heroes has lived the 
material for a novel, and the successes and dis- 
appointments of their love affairs would make 
a library of interesting story, says writer in 
Harper’s Bazaar. What can be more pathetic 
than the life-long disappointments of James 
Buchanan, John Randolph and Alexander H. 
Stephens? Buchanan’s sweetheart died during 
a lovers’ quarrel, and his bachelorhood became 
her monument. Alexander H. Stephens, dis- 
appointed in his schoolboy love, refers often to 
her in his letters of a long life of single bless- 
edness; and John Randolph, the moody, un- 
happy, erratic genius of Roanoke, lingering for 
years on the verge of insanity, speaks of Maria 
Ward ‘‘as one whom he loved better than his 
own soul or Him who created it.”’ 

Randolph's love affair is shrouded in mys- 
tery. He never married, and it was in his 
early youth that he fell desperately in love 
with Miss Ward. She was the daughter of a 
friend of his mother, and Powhatan Bouldin, 
a relative of Randolph,says that he was engaged 
to her for many years. Bouldin does not give 
the reason why the engagement was suddenly 
broken off, but says the distinguished lover 
left the presence of his idol very much in- 
censed, and that when he came to his horse, 
which was tied to the limb of a tree near the 
front gate, he cut the rains loose with his 
knife, and rode off in great haste. Randolph 
seldom met Miss Ward after this, and they 
were not on speaking terms. Still he calls 
her angel, and in his letters after her death he 
used this remarkable expression, ‘‘I loved, ay, 
and was loved again, not wisely, but too well.” 

Maria Ward is said to have been the greatest 
belle of Virginia in herday. She married 
Peyton Randolph, a son of Edmund Randolph, 
who was President Washington’s secretary of 
state, and it is related that she so charmed 
General LaFayette when he visited Richmond 
that he wanted to adopt heras his daughter, 
and asked her to visit him in France. 

General Sam Houston, the president of the 
republic of Texas and United States senator, 
was the youngest governor who had eyer pre- 
sided over the state of Tennessee when he fell 
in love with a pretty girl at the state capital. 
He was a fine looking man, and the young 
lady’s parents considered him a very desirable 
husband. They persuaded his sweetheart 
to accept him, and he married her, not know- 
ing that the match was not a love one on 
her part.« After it had taken place he 
found that his wife loved another. He 
asked her if this was so, and she told him it 
was. He replied that she could have her free- 
dom, and that he would leave Tennessee and 

rmit her to get a diyorce on the ground of 
canton: He did so, went to the frontier, 
and joined a tribe of Cherokee Indians. Here 
he remained three years, and when he visited 
Washington in behalf of the Indians in 1832 
he wore :the Indian garb. From thence he 
went to Texas, and after making a name and 
having been president of the republic of Texas, 
he married Margaret Moffet, an Alabama lady. 
His first wife had, it is said, in the meantime 
gotten a divorce, and had married her lover. 

Davy Crockett, anothor frontier statesman 
and a noted hunter, was not less susceptible to 
the disappointments of love. He first became 
aamnaead of a relative of his schoolmaster, 
but while he was courting her a richer suitor 
carried her — before hiseyes. He next met 
a beauty at a ball, fell in love at first sight, and 
became engaged at the close of the fifth dance, 
The day was fixed for him to announce the 
engagement to her parents. He started to go 
to them, but fell in with some boon compan- 
ions and made, as they say, “‘anight of it.’ 
He arrived a day too late, and found that his 
lady love was to be married that night to an- 
other. He was not a deep lover, however, and 
he made the best of a bad bargain. He 
laughed off his disappointment, and danced all 
night at the wedding party given in honor of 
the union of his sweetheart and his rival. He 
soon fell in love again, and this time was hap-

mother, andin the Creek warof1813 madea 
reputation in fighting the Indians. He was 
elected to the legislature, and during President 
Jackson’s teri was seni to congress. He was 
killed at the very battle of the Alamo, which 
was the beginning of Sam Houston’s great 
Texan career. | 

Most of our statesmen have pure domestic 
records, and most of them have been ardent 
lovers, and have made good husbands. 
Thomas Benton was devoted to his wife, and 
he says in his thirty years’ memoirs that he 
never attended any place of festivity or amuse- 
ment after her death. The wife of Senator 
Allen, of Ohio, better kuown as ‘“‘Fog-horn’”’ 
Allen, died at Washington during the winter 
of 1847. It was before the days of a railroad 
to the west, aud the old senator carried her 
corpse home to Ohio over the mountains, riding 
beside iton horseback during the day and 
watching it at night throughout the cold, 
dreary journey, until at last he laid it beside 
her father, Governor Arthur, in the beautiful 
cemetery at Chillicothe. 

Chief Justice Marshall’s marriage was a 
happy oue, and bis married life comprised fifty 
years of the tenderest affection. His wife died 
but a short time before him, and Marshall di- 
rected that his body should be laid with hers, 
and that the plain stone over their grave should 
have only this inscription: 

‘‘John Marshall, sonof Mary and Thomas 
Marshall, was born on the 24th of September, 
1755, intermarried with Mary Willis Ambler 
on the 3d of January, 1783,and departed this 
life on the — day of —, 18—.”’ 

Daniel Webster’s two marriages were both 
marriages of love. His first wife was Grace 
Fletcher, the daughter of a New Hampshire 
clergyman, and Webster married her when he 
was twenty-six years of age, and while he was 
yetapoorlawyer. His popping the question 
was most delicately done. Miss Grace had 
beon winding a skein of yarn while he held it 
for her on his long arms. The skein had be- 
come entangled, and, through his untwisting, 
the heads of the two lovers came very close to- 
gether. Asthe knot became untied, Mr. Web- 
stersaid: ‘‘Wehave succeeded, Miss Grace, 
in untying this knot; can we not now tie an- 
other which will remain tied as lopg as we 
liye?”’ 

Miss Grace blushed, and a kiss, it is said, 
sealed the bargain. The two lived happily for 
eighteen years, when Mrs. Webster dlied in 
New York, on her way to Washington, where 
her husband was then a member of congress. 
She was ill three weeks, during which time 
Webster watched at her bedside. His second 
wife was Caroline LeRoy, a New York lady, 
tall, brown-haired and beautifal. She presided 
over his establishment in Washington, and 
accompanied him to Europe, where she dined 
with the queen. She always addressed her 
husband as Mr. Webster, and his favorite term 
for her was ‘Lady Caroline.” 

Stephen A. Douglass, the Little Giant of Illi- 
nois, was twice married, and it is said that he 
courted Mary Todd at the same time that her 
hand was sought by Abraham Lincoln. Miss 
Todd, on being asked which of the two she in- 
tended to marry, replied tke one who she 
thought had the best chance of being president 
ofthe United States. When Lincoln was 
elected this remark becamie prophetic. Doug- 
las afterward married Miss Martha Martin, the 
daughter of Colonel Robert Martin, a rich 
planter and slave owner from one of the Caro- 
linas. She brought a fortune, including anum- 
ber of slaves, into the family, and died in 1850, 
about seven years after her marriage. A few 
years later Senator Doug!as married again, 
and this time he chose a beautiful girl who was 
employed in the departments at Washington. 
Her name was Adele Cutts, and she survived 
him, marrying again after his decease. 

George Bancroft was married twice. His 
second wife, who died several years ago, was 
very popular in Washington, and was a noted 
society figure. Henry A. Wise, the noted 
Virginia statesman of Tyler’s day, was married 
three times. His first love was the daughter 
of one of his professors at college, Miss. Jen- 
nings, whom he married in Tennessee. and 
with whom he went on a wedding tourto pay 
a visit to Andrew Jackson at the Hermitage. 
His second wife was the daughter of John 
Sergeant, the whig candidate for the presidency 
in 1832. Wise proposed to Miss Sergeant, it is 
said, on the dome of the capitol at Washing- 
ton, and one of the results of the marriage was 
John Sergeant Wise, the Virginia statesman 
of the present day.

SHE GRAND MONUMENT ERECTED 

| BY STUPHEN GIRARD. 

A Deseription of the Bailding and Grounds 
~The Noble Work Being Vone By the 
Institution. 

Por The Constitution. 

The snow-faced, marble magnificence of 

Girard college strikes the beholder at once 

ith a sense akin to awe. As a granite 
der beside a prairie trai), or a sudden ice- 

g in calm waters, s0 stands this beautiful 
temple of faultless Grecian architecture, in 
heart of Philadelphia's modern style build- 

gs. Passing the seutinelled gate, one’s steps 
bre retarded in admiration for the ingenious 
beauty of the flower patched parterres on either 
hand. Red geraniums of every shade were 


ablaze, in solid mass on the carpets of green . 


grass. And the pale greens of the 
poleuses against the dark, and 
the light powdered greens against the yellow, 
and the yellow against the red, and the red 
inst the brown and variegated, made up 
ch a floral combination of beauty and design 
at exclamation died on my lips, and wouder 
d -every faculty. Slowly, we ap- 
hed the main buildiag, the college, and 
ascended the wide marble stepsrunning en- 
tirely around this massive, marble edifice. 
“This building is the finest specimen of Gre- 
elan architecture in Americt, and is even said 
te be the finest of modern times. The outer 
walls, staircasés, floor and roof are of white 
marble; the inner walls of brick. It isin the 
form of a Corinthian temple, surrounded bya 
portico of 34 columns each, 55 feet high, and 6 
tin diameter. Its length is 169 feet; its 
width 111 feet, and its height 97 feet. 
The entrances are on the north and 
th fronts, each door being 16 feet wide and 
feet high; the east and west sides are 
pierced each by twenty-four windows. The 
Structure rests ona base of eleven steps, ex- 
tending around the entire building.”” Io look 
up from thie portico made one dizzy. It was 
high and white and cold looking overhead, 
and it scemed spacious and chilly in every 
iregtion. We passed into the vestibule. Cut 
f. pure white stone before us stood the man 
Whose benefactions we had come to inspect. 
He seemed to be a man of rather diminutive 
size, and was represented as very plainly, if 
ot to say shabbily dressed, for a millionaire. 
face was bent downward, shading the oyes, 
and the bald white head suggested that it 
ht have been a hard head even in the liv- 
fog man, Beneath the man of stone slumbers 
dust of the real man, and simply 
STEPHEN GIRARD 
is all that is cut on the base of the monument. 
A little apart from this monument, in the ves- 
tibule, is an old mausoleum. It dates back two 
or three thousand years, and the inscription 
s, was once the tomb of a noted roman 
y, if Iremember aright. We were invited 

p to see the Girard desk, chair and other per- 
gonal relics, together with the library. 

“Girard’s desk and chair,etc,are now no more 
to me than any other dead man’s relics,’’ I re- 
plied. “Show me thechildren he is now_sup- 

rting. Theyinterest me the most.’”’ From 
er stand point, I soon had my curiosity 
gratified. ‘There soon began to pour out ot the 
main building, an endless stream of dark cloth- 
od, dark capped boys of all sizes, from 6 years 
old to 18. S the walk they formed into line, 
and marched to another building to the left of 
the college. I judged that they were going to 
the dining hall, as it was about the lunch hour, 
but as we had no guide, not seeking one, we 
ad to guess at some things. A few boys were 
br lounging on the grass, not having ‘‘fallen 
nto line,’’ and at this moment they set up a 
sort of merry sharp shooting, evidently aimed 
at some one in the rear of us, in the direction 
of the main entrance, I turned and looked 
back toward the gate, and the scene 
which had set the boys to “guying,’’ 
was one of pathos tome. Coming slowly up 
the walk were two little fellows not more than 
ten or cleyen years old. and they were bearing 
between them, by the handles, a cheap looking 
trunk. ‘Tlie burden did not seem heavy, but 
the shyness of manner, and awkwarduess of 
ait betokened that they were new comers. 
he boys on the sward kuew this at a glance, 
and so set up the derisive welcome given. By 
slow paces the little fellows with the trunk, 
6 the circuit of the long avenuo leading to 
one of the great buildings, and were there 
swallowed from sight, to us, forever. I was 
informed that many of the boys received here 
are widows’ sous, and the mothers have to 
relinquish their hold on them, so far as coming 
home is concerned, for the period of their 
echool life, which may extend only from six 
to eighteen years. 

If a boy isstudious andis prepared to go out 

f the institution before he is eighteen, then 

6 receives his outfit of clothes. and fifty dol- 
Jars. If hcisadullard and remains till dis- 
@issed from the college, then he forfeits his 
outiit, ote. The Girard college grounds em- 
brace forty-one acres, and are surrounded by a 

Massive wall ten feet high, of a yellowish 
stone, which I never saw anywhere out of Phil- 
adelphia. It was wearing its beautiful sum- 
mer drapery of green; either scarlet creeper, 
or ivy of some kind, and the effect was ex- 
tremely graceful and picturesque. “The archi- 
_ of Girard college was a Mr. Thomas U. 
Valker. He also designed and supervised the 
building of the gieat dome of the capitol at 
Washington. He died here tho past ycar. The 
present archiloct of the Girard estate is Mr. 
ames H. Windrim. He was an 
trphan boy, takon in by the college 
deducated in architecture. He designed 
the magnificent public building opposite Broad 
@treet station in tlis city.”” lam indebted to 
a bright little Georgia boy, now a resident of 
Philade!phia, for these historic facts. 
On the college grounds, to the left as you 
nter, of the main building, stands a large 
brown stone monument erected to the memory 
pf the Girard students, who perished in the 

te war. The monument is surmounted by a 
Mie size infantry soldier, wearing the accou- 
trementof the unionarmy. On throe sides of 
the base, is tho death roll of those who died in 

rison or were shotin battle, so far as is 
Frown On the fourth side is cutan extract 

m Stephen Girard’s will, which reads thus: 

“And especially do I desire that by every 

proper means & pure attachment to our repub- 

jean institutions, and to the sacred right of 
conscience as guaranteed by our happy con- 
Stitution shall be formed and fostered in the 
minds of the scholars.’’ This utterance struck 
Mme ns ilhustrating a vory different spirit from 
that. which is held by the average foreigner 
coming to our shores today, for our country 
and “happy constitution.”’ 

Turning from the monument, I observed the 
family washing hanging in the rear of the seo- 
ond building. 1 drew nearertoit. There 
wero shirts, shirts, little shirts in endless rows. 
It secmeéd that a whole factory had been emp- 
tied into thatback yard. The helpless little 
sleeves hanging downward from the line to 
dry told their own story, and touched the foun- 

n of my soul, till my eyes wore dim with 
tear mist, and my tongue could utter no word. 

At this juncture, the matron coming in by 
the rear gate, joined us in the back yard. She 
said there were nearly fourteen hundred boys 
inthe college, and sixty-five teachers, at- 
tacheds, &c.,inthe establishment. We bh: @ 
made the circuit of observation, and with per- 
mission of the matron made our exit through 
the back gate, grateful for such a ‘short cut” 
out of the grounds. We had left Girard col- 
lege behind with its imposing buildings, its 
unsurpassed grotinds and its countless school 
boys, but [brought away one thing in my 
mind that I could not easily get rid of—the 
tlause from the will written on the monument. 
Since then, I have read all of that memorable 
will, doubtless known to most lawyers, and I 
find other utterances in that document, more 
Sigifiiicant than the one transcribed on the 
monument. The details respecting the 
comiort of the orphans, were thoughtful 
and touching—for instance: **The orphans ad- 
mitted into the college shal] be there fed with 
— and wholesome food, clothed with plain, 

ut decent apparel, (no distinctive dress ever 
to be worn) and lodged in a ‘plain, but safe 
manner, 
health, and, to this 
thes shall be kept clean, and they sil! 
ave suitable and rational exercise and recrea- 


mp. Thoy shall be instructed in the various | 


branches of a sound education, comprehending 
reading, writing, arithmetic, geography, navi- 
gation, surveying, practical mathematics, nat- 
ural, chemical and experimental philosophy— 
the French and Spanish languages. (I de not 
forbid, Lut I do not recommeyd the Greek 
and latin languages,) and sueh other leaming 
and science ag thé capacities ef the 
seyeral scholars may mort of war- 


rant. I would have them taught 
facts and thtngs, rather than words and 
signs: and especially do I desire that by every 
proper means,” etc. Here follows the extract 
already quotedas a part of the monument 
inscription. 

In accordance with this request there is pub- 
lished a little monthly called ‘Facts and 
Things,” taught in Girard college. It isa 
clean, spruce looking little paper, dealing en- 
tirely with the praciicalities of life. The read- 
ing of Stephen Girard’s will has brought mo 
face to face with a character, which has proven 
both an enigmatical and pleasing study. His 
early life was attended by severest poverty and 
manifold trials. These environments must 
have moulded his character, and may have de- 
termined the purposes and acts of his later 
life. His capacities for business must have 
far transcended the average, else such tri- 
umphant success would net haye crowued his 
enterprise. Starting as cabin boy from 
France, where he was born, to the West In- 
dies and New York, at ten years of age, to end 
@ princely millionaire at eighty years, suggests 
the fact that the avenues of his business ad- 
yentures were yaried and various: He is de- 
scribed as cold, selfish and unfriendly. I can- 
not believe that. an unfeeling heart over 

lanned so kindly for the friendless boys of 

is adopted nd as did Ste- 
hen Girard. Life’s adversities and 
isappointment may have encrusted his soul 
outwardly, but I cannot but feel that there 
was an unearthed mine of goodness and love 
within him, which men did not see, and which 
he did not care to parade. Domestic disaster, 
doubtless wrought its blighting work upon his 
life. Yet, I cannot believe that the fountain 
of ghis soul was all bitterness. Lie is said to 
have been parsimonious and exacting in busi- 
ness transactions. Ifthat be true, may not 
the unfriendly hand of early misfortune have 
sown this crop of ugly harvest? And afterall, 
how much sin can attach to a man, who though 
arsimonious in life, becomes a regal benefac- 
or after death? It is, alas! too true, that 
Stephen Girard was a free thinker in religon, 
an admirer of Voltaire and Kousseau. In 
plain English, he was = an infidel. 
I find convincing proof, to my mind, of this as 
sertion in the isteed extract from his will: 
“T enjoin and require that no ecclesiastic, mis- 
sionary or minister of any sect whatever shall 
ever hold or exercise any statioh or duty what- 
ever in the said college, nor shall any snch 
person ever be admitted for any purpose, or as 
@ visitor, within the premises appropriated to 
the purposes of the college.’”” Let every Chris- 
tian reader commit this clause to memory! 

Mr. Girard disclaims in the following clauses 
of his will any intention to stab at any sect in 
the provision quoted above. But if he did not 
intend a center shot, it was a very significant 
accidental side thrust at Christianity. If he 
did not mean that, what did he mean? 
This memorable clause pertaining to 
the Christian clergy, was made one 
of the grounds of attack, in a noted lawsuit, 
brought by Girard’s nextof kin against the 
executors of the will, and in which 
case Daniel Webster and others appeared 
for the complainant. Mr. Webster sum- 
moned all the powers of his won- 
derful brain and tongue to set aside the will of 
the great testator, but he failed. If Mr. Web- 
ster could read today his owu argument, I 
think a sense of satisfaction would thrill his 
soul to know that he had taken too despairing 
a view of the future result of that strange and 
Christless exaction. At the time this case was 
argued, this provision seemed, indeed, 2 deso- 
late, a fatal arrangement for the spiritual well 
being of those boys who would come under Mr. 
Girard’s benefactions. A college without a 
Christian minister to even treadits walks, 
was then, as it is now, & monstrosity. 
But while Mr. Girard was blind himself to the 
glories of Christianity, and seemed determin- 
ed that the boys under his posthumous control 
should take their chances on that line, he was 
not sufliciently infaliible nor far-seeing to com- 
aig carry out his will. To exclude a boy 

rom the contact and acquaintance and teach- 
ing of Christian ministers till he was eighteen 
years old, seemed at that time a pretty sure 
guarantee that the majority of the Girard 
scholars would be hardened to any decided re- 
ligious impressions for life. Such is the Chris- 
tian’s argument and belief of today. Such 
was Mr. Webster’s view of the case. But neither 
the great Mr. Webster nor Mr. Stephen Girard 
could read the future. They did not see nor 
know how the lay preaching, in God’s blessed 
providence, was going to smooth _— so 
many irregularities, and fill up ‘so 


many gaps in the evangelical fields 
of the near future. Granting Mr. Girard all 
pee charity, for this unnecessary provision, 
fhe meantin excluding ministers from the 
college, to exclude Christ, he has not suceced- 
ed. The chapel services conducted there 
every day by Christian teachers, with Bible 
readings and géspel singing. will impress upon 
these scholars the fact that the blood of Jesus 
Christ isto redeem the world, quite as much, 
as the preaching in our average churches 
would doit. Crueland audacious as it seemed 
for Mr. Girard to exclude gospel ministers 
from Girard college, he could Eive made a far 
more fatal mistake had he desired to or 
thought of it—that of excluding the Bible 
from its walls and teachings. 

Amid the strain and perplexity, which Mr. 
Girard must have exporienced in making such 
exact arrangement forthe future disposal of 
his great estate; is it not possible that the 
Omnipotent Finger gently touched the failing 
brain and caused him to forget to exclude the 
Bible, with the preachers, from the college? 
The Bible is the “Sword of the Spirit,’ and 
oue Bible is‘worth a legion of preachers, even 
of the best. If itis not “The Sword of the 
Spirit” why are infidels afraid of it? and why 
do they spend so much valuable time in trying 
to deride and deny its precepts and promises? 
Doubtless Mr. Girard never thought of, or 
knew the power of the Bible, or else it would 
have been locked out with the preachers. It’s 
a hard thing to separate thetwo. It is like 
dividing the Siamese twins—a deadly opera- 
tion. Only infidels and weak-kneed Christians 
are opposed to ‘pushing the claims of 
the Bible in every needed place in this Chris- 
tian land of ours. Let us thank God for 
the lapse of memory (?) in the great 
Girard will, which put the Bible in the eol- 
lege. And even while this is true that the 
Bible is there, I think one feels a sense of 
chilliness amid that spacious spot of beauty 
as though the sunshine fell upon you through 
& glass case, or you warmed your benumbed 
fingers beside a protected fireplace. Is this 
fancy? Ithink not. God is not mocked. He 
will not have either His word or His ordained 
servants slighted, and never speak out. When 
God speaks all the nations will hear Him. Mr. 
Girard has gone to his reward. His good 
deeds are behind him. So far as they are not 
good they will wither and die. Many of the 
slighted clergymen of Philadelphia, and else- 
where, have passed away since that great will 
was recorded, and those seclusiye walls erectad 
which shut them out of theirenchanting acres. 
Each have gone to meet the Judge of quick 
and dead, and there face to face, the differ- 
ences of earth will be settled, and the rewards 
justly meted out.

THE FRENCH ARTISTS. 


FORK TURNS OUT TO GREET 
COQUELIN AND HADING, 


NEW 


Max Welton Tells of the First Three Per- 
formances—Each Scores a Dramatic Suc- 
cess—The “‘Lottery of Love” at Daly's. 


New York, October 12.—[Special Corres- 
pondence The Constitution. ]—Palmer’s thea- 
ter, underits present namo, was ushered in 
with a blaze of glory on Monday night. It was 
an eventin very many respects—an event be- 
cause of the change in the theater’s name, and 
especially an event because it wag the opening 
of the American engagement of the French 
comedian, M. Coqnuelin. , 

Coquelin and Hading reached New York last 
Friday. There was the usual reception, the 
usual crowd at the docks, the usual tags to 
meet the steamer and of course the ngsual in- 
terviews in the usual stereotyped phrases. 

The great interest was centered in the first 
appearance of these distinguished artists. 

On Monday night Coquelin made his bow. 
There was a dual bill—‘‘Les Precieuses Ridi- 
cules’’ and “La Joie Fait Peur.”’ 

In the first his part is that of a valet assum- 
ing the airs of a marquis, The large sale of 
librettos showed that net half the audience 
had confidence enough in themselves to sit 
through a French play without some aid to 
their understanding, but -to the admirer of 
dramatic art, even though he knew not a word 
of French, this help was unnecessary. Coque- 
lin’s method is perfection. His face and his 
actions carried to his audience every point of 

he character he represented. His personality 
shone out brilliantly. It is not particularly 
imposing—a short, round figure; a fat, round 
face; asuub, round nose. But it is pleasing, 
and every gesture and tone aided in making 
his points. 

In “Ia Joie Fait Peut” his 
part was Noel, an old servant. In this his 
consummate art is exhibited. The transfor- 
mation from the first part tothe second was 
wonderful. It was the perfection of French 
art. Between the two plays,Coquelin recited 
two of his monologues, which were exquisite 
in their simplicity. 


Mme. Hading’s appearance did not take 
place until Tuesday night. Hven great artists 
have their jeaiousies, and Coquelin must be 
first. It is said that he has resented Mr. 
Abbey’s putting Mme, Hading ona par with 
him in all his advertising, though his right to 
foel that way is not acknowledgad_ by those 
who have seen them here. 

Mme.Hading’s debut here was in ‘‘Le Maitre 
de Forges,’’ Ohnet’s play, of which a number 
of translations have been seen in this country.

Her first appearance 
was at the age of three, where her father, an 
actor, rescues her from a horrible death—all in 
the play, of course.

HORSEFLESH AS FOOD. 
A Philadelphia Veterinary Surgeon Spreads a 
Rare Table. 
From the New Orleans Times-Democrat, 

A Philadelphia veterinary surgeon enter- 
tained a | @cty of friendsthe other day at what 
struck them asa very excellent dinner. The piece 
de resistance was a roast joint which the guests took 
to be unusally tender and well flavored beef. It was 
not tilbthe close of the feast that they learned they 
had been dining jon ‘their host's favorite mare, and 
tender as her flesh provyedto bethe mare was no 
less than twenty years old, 

An incurable lameness with which she was af- 
flicted led the owner to adopt this method of dispos- 
ing of the animal, asan alternative to selling her. 
He thus saved the old mare from a life which Would 
have been distinctly not worth Llving, as he 
lameness unfitted her for work and she would un- 
doubtedly have been worked all the same, aud in 
all probability starved and ill-treated to boot. Such 
is the usual fate of horses in their old jage, ex 
cepta very few whose owners are wealtby and can 
afford to remember good service done and keep a 
horse that is past his work. 

There isundoubtedly a widspread prejudice, es- 
pecially among English speaking people, against 
the use of horsefiesh for food; but this prejudice has 
no reasonable foundation and is by no means uni- 
versal. Nations of such widely different degrees of 
civilization as the’ French and the Tartars have 
long attested its merits and set the example Of eatifig 
it. A Tartarora Turkoman of Central Atia will 
not look at any other food if he can get horse, and 
the heartiness with which he consumes his favorite 
meat is borne witness to by travelers in descriptions 
which challenge credulity. The methods of cook- 
ery in vogue among the Central Asian nomads would 
not, of course, commend themselyes to western 
appetites, norisit claimed that Tartar taste is a 
standaid for all nations to adopt. But the French 
have established the laws of cookery by which ail 
civilized people are goveined; and their practical 
indorsement of borseflesh as food carries weight. 

If the Philadelphian experiment establishes that 
a twenty-year-old horse is better eating than a beef, 
it isa pity that oid horses that are past their work 
should not be eaten.

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How Some Bible Readers Attempted to In- 
terpret the Prophecies, 
For the Constitution, 

During the progress of the war, among the 
means employed was one that has probably 
been forgotten by most engaged in that great 
struggle. It was an attempted application of 
scriptural prophecy to the war between tho 
north and the south, and is interesting as 
showing a tendency of the mind to cull hope 
in time of trouble from the most unusual 
sources. 

A writer in the Savannah Republican for 
May 11, 1864, signing: himself*‘Daniel,’’ treated 
of this matter in the following manner: 


“Let us notice the prophecy of Daniel con- 
cerning the war between the north and the 
south, and see if there is not an analogy sutti- 
cient to create the belief that it has reference to 
the present war. I know that commentators 
have given a different view of the subject, 
though none of them have given positive -as- 
surance that they are correct. 

“*T would particularly refer to the army raised 
by the King of North—Daniel xi., 3; and then 
after the overthrow of that army, to the second 
great army— Daniel xi., 13 and 14—-which, met 
with a similar reverse, and then of the posses- 
sion taken of the islands and cities, and his 
final overthrow, inallof which I think we 
have a prophecy in scripture.of the present 
struggle. 

**Now. as to the time of the end—Daniel xii., 
6,7and12. Verse6: ‘Andone said to thé 
man clothed in linen, which was upon the wa- 
ters of the river, How long shall it be to the 
end of these wonders?’ 

‘Verse 7: And I heard the man clothed in 
linen, which was upon the waters of the river, 
when he held up hisright hand and his Jeft 
hand unto heaven,and sware by him that 
it shall be for a time, times ang half; and 
when he shall have acecomplisffed to scatter 
the power of the holy people, all these things 
shall be fulfilled. 

“Verse 12. Blessedis he that waiteth, and 
cometh tothe thousand three hundred and 
five and thirty days. 

‘‘Now, according to this prophecy, if it has 
reference tothe present war, peace may be 
confidently expected between this 
(May 11) and the first of September. 
ing the days from the first battle of Fort Sum- 
ter, April 12, 1861, it will be observed that 
1,535 days will have been accomplished on the 
first of September, 1864.’ 

‘‘The verses referred to in the above commun- 
ication, but not quoted, are as follows: Chap- 
ter xi, verse 3: And a mighty king sliall stand 
up, that shall rule with great dominion, and 
do according to his will. 

‘4. And when he shall stand up his kingdom 
shall be broken, and shall be divided toward 
the four winds of heaven, etc. 

‘‘Verses 13 and 14 are as follows: 

**13. For the king of the north shall return, 
and shall set forth a multitude greater than 
the former, and shall certainly come after cer- 
tain years with agreat army, and with much 
riches. 

‘14. And in those times there shall many 
stand up against the king of the south; alse 
the robbers of the people shall exalt them- 
eh toestablish the vision; but they shall 

ail, 

The above is all that was referred to in the 
communication of ‘‘Daniel,’’ and the event 
proved how slender was tlie base upon which 
the hopes of the southern people were at- 
tempted to be built. A careful stiidy of the 
prophecy, too, shows that if it were proper to 
select isolated verses, and upon them base a 
prediction, there would be but little difficulty 
in proving that the victory, instead of being 
with the south, would most certainly be .with 
the north. Witness, chapter xi, verse 6. 

‘‘And in the end of years they shall join them- 
selves together for the king’s daughter of the 
south shall come toth® king of the north to 
make an agreement; but she shall not retain 
the power of the arm; neither shall he stand, 
nor his arm; but she shall be given up; and 
they that brought her, and he that begat her, 
and he that strengthened her in these times.’’ 

Would any one have the courage to claim 
that the latter part of this verse predicts the 
capture of Jefferson Davis, the ‘‘king of the 
south?’’ Now look at verse 15, of the same 
chapter. ‘‘So the king of the north sha]l come 
and cast up a mount, and take the most fenced 
cities; and the arms of the south shall not 
withstand, neither his chosen people, neither 
shall there be any strength to withstand.’’ 

Verse 16 must also refer to the king of the 
north. ‘“‘Buthe that cometh against him 
shall do according to hisown will, and none 
shall stand before him; and he shall stand in 
the glorious land, which by his hand shall be 
consumed.,’’ 

Is it not clear from the prophecy itself that 
it had no reference to our war? And if it is 
not clear from the prophecy it certainly is from 
{the result of the war. And does not the ques- 
tion naturally arise, when this and other fail- 
ures to interpret the prophecies of scripture 
are taken into consideration, what confidence 
can be placed in any interpretation of the 
prophecies? The difficulty seems to be that 
noonecan be certain of the application of 
any prophecy toany particular event in history, 
and until such application can be made with 
certainty, would it mot seem reasonable to 
withhold confidence in or assent to any pro- 
posed interpretation ?

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AN ADVENTURE IN AREANSAS., 


Deputy Sheriff Bulldozed by Armed Negroes, 
Memphis Avalanche. 

Sheriff Werner of Crittenden county, Ark., 
was inthe city yesterday and reported the 
thrilling re of two of his deputies at 
Jones’ landing, a few days ago. Two negroes 
living at Jones’ landing were ,‘‘wanted”’ 
at Marion for some offense, and two deputy 
sheriffs were instructed/to arrest them. The 
officers arrived at Jones’ landing after night 
fall. They preneee to the house of one of the 
negroes and stated their business. The negro 
insisted on their reading the warrant before 
he would open the door of his house. The war- 
rant was read, but the negro still refused to 
open the door. 

Mr. Stewart, one of the deputies. became 
impatient, and, seizing an ax, told the negro 
to open the door or he would break it down. 


| The negro replied that he would killany “De- 


mocratic —— ——’’ who attempted to enter 
the house, 

Stewart and his companion were undaunted 
and broke the door down. TPhey. started into 
the house, but heard the ominous ‘‘click click’ 
of.a gun lock. They retreated and the gun 
was discharged. he load passed between 
Stuarts arm and body but did not wound him. 

The ofticers left the premises hurriedly and 
concluded to arrest the other negro first. They 
had no trouble in putting the second freedman 
under arrest, and confided to him the story of 
their adventure with the other. He denoune.d 
the conduct of the shootist as foolish in the ex- 
treme, and said if the officers would take him 
to the castle they had tried in vain to storm he 
would try what moral suasion from a friend 
and neighbor would do with the garrison. 

The proposition was agreed to and the depu- 
ties and their prisoner,proceeded to the scene 
of the unsuccessful attempt to ‘arrest. The 
house was dark and not asound was heard. 
The ofticers entered the yard and one of them 
called orrthe garrison to come forth. The ef- 
fect was startling. Notonly the garrison but 
seven other stalwart negroes, all armed with 
shotguns, came forth, 

The officers were teld that if they attempted 
to make a fight they would be filled full of 
holes. They accepted the statement as true 
and made no resistance. The cerds that bound 
the prisoner were cut and a gun was put in his 
hands. 

“‘Now you white men giter move on yah, 
and clim out’n dis deestrict,’’ said the leader 
of the mob. 

A gun was fired at the same instant and the 
minions of the law thinking hostilities had be- 
gun in earnest fled without delay. 

They reached Marion without being harmed 
and reported their adventure. Sheriff Warmer 
immediately detailed a posse of men who went 


to Jones’ landing and arrested allthe negroes | 


who took part in the affair. They were taken 
to Marion and will be tried when the criminal 
court convenes,

GRAPHIC WESTERN PICTURES BY 
THEODORE ROOSEVELT. 


The “lad Men” and Man Killers—The In- 
dian Fighter and Me Cow Boy—A Fron- 
tier Woman. 


The Rocky mountain hunters and Indian 
fighters who have stood out on the frontier in 
picturesque contrast, with ‘ civilzation that 
followed them, are fast disappearing. 

The Boones and! Crockets are dead, and 
there is no new generation to take their place. 

Mr. Theodore Roosevelt in the October 
Century gives graphic pictures of some of 
these frontier types. Here is his pen pictures 
of them as a class: 

They led hard lives, and the unending strain 
of their toilsome and dangerous existence 
shaitered even such iron frames as 
theirs. They were killedin drunken brawls, 
orin nameless fights with roving Indians; 
they died by one of the thousand accidents in- 
cident to the business of their ash lp flood 
or quicksand, by cold or starvation, by the 
stumble of a horse or a foot-slip on the edge of 
a cliff; they perished by diseases brought on by 
terrible privation and aggravated by the say- 
age orgics with which it was varied. 

Yet there was not only much that was at- 
tractive in their wild, free, reckless lives, but 
there was also very much good about the men 
themselvs. ‘They were—and such of them as 
are left still are—frank, bold, and self-reliant 
toa degree. They fear neither man, brute, 
norelement. They are generous and hospita- 
ble; they stand loyally by tlieir friends, and 
pursue their enemies with bitter and vindic- 
tive hatred. For the rest, they differ among 
themselves in their good and bad points even 
more markedly than do men in civilized life, 
far out on the border virtue and wickedness 
alike take on very pronounced colors. A man 
who in civilization would be merely a backbi- 
ter becomes a murderer on the frontiers and, 
on the other hand, he whoin the city would 
do nothing more than bid youa cheery good- 
morning shares his last bit of sun-jerked veni- 
son with you when both are threatened by 
starvation in the wilderness. 

Here are two of the best types, which show 
how the Frenchman and the Anglo Saxon re- 
tain the national temperament even on the 
frontier: 

On one of my trips tothe mountains I hap- 
pened to come across several old-style hunters 
at the same time, Two were on their way out 
of the woods, after hgving been all winter and 
spring without seeing a white face. They had 
been lucky, and their battered packsaddles car- 
ried bales of valuable furs—fisher, sable, otter, 
mink, beaver. The twomen, though friends 
aud allies for many years, contrasted oddly. 
One was a short, square-built, good humored 
Kanuck. alwas laughing and taiking, who in- 
terlarded his conversation with a singularly 
original mixture of the most villainous French 
and English profanity. His partner was an 
American, gray-eyed, tall and straight as a 
young pine, with a satunine, rather haughty 
face, and pround bearing. He spoke very lit- 
tle, and then in low tones, never using an oath ; 
but he showed now and then a mogt unexpec- 
ted sense of dry humor. Both. were marvels 
of bronzed and rugged strength. Neither had 
the slightest touch of the bully in his nature; 
they treated others with the respect that they 
exacted forthemscives. They bore an excel- 
lent reputation as being not only highly skill- 
ed in woodcraft and the use of the rifle, but 
also men of tried couage and strict integrity, 
whose word could be always implicitly trusted. 

Here in his own wordsisthe picture of an 
amiable, accommodating devil whodid not 
seem to know the difference between right 
and wrong, and seemed to be a devil because 
it was the fashion, 

“One time, when I was keeping a saloon 
down in New Mexico, there wasa man owed 
mea grudge. Well, he took sick of the small 
pox, and the ductor told him he’d sure die; 
and he said if that wasso he reckoned he’d 
kill me first. So he came a-riding in with his 
gun (in the west a revolver is generally called 
a gun) and begun shooting; but I hit him 
first, and away he rode. I started to get on 
my horse to follow him; but there was a little 
Irishman there who said he’d never killed a 
man, and he beggod hard for me to give him 
immy gunand let him go after the other man 
and finish him. SolLllet him go; and when 
he caught up, blamed if the little cuss didn’t 
get so nervous that he fired off into the 
ground, and the darned bullet struck a crow- 
bar, and glanced up, and hit the other man 
sjuare in the head and killed him! Now that 
was a funny shot, wasn’t it?” 

Mr. Roosevelt givesan almost starling pic- 
ture of the ferocity whichis bred by hunger, 
suffering and despair when a fertile western 
vally with plenty of game becomes a hoary de- 
sert, from which the storm has driven every 
living thing but man, and leaves him to fight 
his fellow to the death over the trembling car- 
cass of ar almost famished dog, 

The ‘man killer’ or ‘bad man’ does not seem 
to be wholly bad, certainly not as bad as he 
has been painted. Here is his type. 

The professional man-killers, or ‘‘bad men,”’ 
may be horse-thieves or highwaymen, but 
more often are neither one nor the other. 
Some ot them, like some of the Texan cow- 
boys, becoine:very expert in the use of the re- 
volver, their invariable standby, but in the 
open a cool man with a rifle is always an over- 
match for one of them, unless at very close 
quarters, on account of the superiority of his 
weapon. Some of the ‘‘bad men” are quiet, 
good fellows, who have been driven into their 
career by accident. One of them has perhaps 
at some time killed a manin self-defense; he 
acquires some reputation, and the neighboring 
bullies get to look on him asarival whom it 
would be an honcr to slay; so that from that 
time on he must be everon the watch, must 
learn to draw quick and shoot straight—the 
former being even more important than the 
latter,—and probably has to take life after life 
in ordér to save his own. 

The cold blooded non challence of the despe- 


_ prado in the most dire extremity, is strikingly 


shown by the following description of an en- 
counter between two bad men; 

One of them was a saloon keeper, familiarly 
called Welshy. The other man, Hay, had 
been bickering with him for some time. One 
day Hay, who had been defeated in a wrest- 
ling match by one of my own boys, and was 
out.of temper, entered the other’s saloon and 
becam@very abusive. The quarrel grew more 
and more violent, and suddenly We!shy whip- 

ed out his revolver and blazed away at Hay. 
The latter staggered slightly, shook himself, 
stretched out his hand, and gave back to his 
would-be slayer the ball, saying “here, man, 
here’s the bullet.’ It had glanced along his 
breast-bone, gone into the body,and come out 
at the point of the shoulder, when, being spent, 
it dropped down the sleeve into his hand. 
Next aay the local paper, which rejoiced in 
the title of “The Bad Lands Cowbey,”’ chron- 
icled the event in the usual vague way as an 
‘“unfortunate’occurence”’ between “two of our 
most esteemed fellow-citizens.’”’ The editor 
was a good fellow, a college graduate, and a 
first-class base-ball:player, who always stood 
up stoutly agaist any corrupt dealing ; but like 
all other editors in small western towns, he 
was intimate with both combatants in almost 
every fight. 

The funniest thing occurs when a giant bul- 
ly called “The Pike,” undertakes to lick the 
inhabitants of a town one by one. Here itis: 

He was victorious over the first two or three 
eminent citizens whom he encountered, and 
then tackled a gentleman known as ‘Cold 
Turkey Bill.” Under ordinary circumstances 
Cold Turkey, though an able-bodied man, was 
no match for The Pike: but the latter was 
still rather drunk, and moreover was wearied 
by his previous combats. So Cold Turkey got 
him down, lay on him, cheked him by the 
throat with one hand, and began pounding his 
face with a triangular rock held ia the other. 
To the onleokers the fate of the battle seemed 
decided: but Cold Turkey better appreciated 
the endurance of his adversary, and it soon 
appeared that he sympathized with the tradi- 
tional hunter who, having caught a wildcat, 
earnestly besought a comrade to help him let 
it go. hite still pounding vigorously he 
raised an agonized wail: ‘‘Helpme off, fel- 
lows, for the Lord’s sake; he’s tiring me out!” 
There was no resisting so plaintive an appeal, 
and the bystanders at once abandoned their 
attitude of neutrality for one of armed inter- 
vention.

Even when very 
small they seem well able to protect themselves. 
The wife of one of my teamsters, who lived in 
& Small outlying camp, used to keep the young- 
est and most troublesome members of her fam- 
a out of mischief by the simple expedient of 
picketing them out, each child being tied by 
the leg, with a long leather sing, so that it 
could neither get at another child nor at any- 
thing breakable. 

The best buckskin maker that I ever met 
was, if not atypical frontiers-woman, at least a 
woman who could not have reached her full 
development save on the frontier. She made 
first-class hunting-shirts,leggins and gauntlets. 
When I knew her she was living alone in her 
cabin on mid-prairie, having issed her 
husband six months previously in an exceed- 
ingly summary manner. Ske not only pos- 
sessed redoubtable qualities of head and hand, 
but also a nice sense of justice, even towards 
Indians, that is not always found on the front- 
ler, Once, going there for a buckskin shirt, I 
met at her cabin three Sioux,and from their 
leader, named One Bull, purchased a tobacco 
pouch, beautifully worked with reupine 
quills, She had given them some dinner, for 
which they had paid with a deer-hide. Fall- 
ing into conversation, she mentioned that just 
before I came up a white man, apparently from 
Deadwood, had passed by, or ‘kaa tried to 
steal the Indians’ horses. The latter had been 
too quick for him, had run him down, and 
brought him back to thecabin. “I told ’em 
to go right on and hang him, and I wouldn’t 
never cheep about it,’’ said my informant; ‘‘but 
they let him go, after taking his gun. ere 
ain’t no serise in stealing from Indians any 
more than from white folks, and I’m not going 
to have it round my ranch, neither. There! 
I'll give ‘em back the deer-hide they give me 
for the dinner and things, anyway.”’ 


BREAKING SLATES IN GEORGIA. 


The Selection of Governors and Benators Not 
to be Left to the es. 
From the New York Sun's Atlanta Special, 

Now that Governor Gordon has been elected 
for his second term to which he is limited by 
the State constitution, the race for the succes- 
ion two years hence has practically begun, and 
it promised to have some lively developments 
which willl smash the slate made up a year 
ago, and to which the leading politicians of 
Georgia were parties, The terms of that slate 
were that Gordon should have a second term 
and shonld then succeed Brown in the United 
States Senate. Congressman Blount was to 
take the governorship two years hence,and the 
Hon. A. O. Bacon should go to congress. This 
trade was entirely between the older growth 
of politicians. 

Since that time changes have. taken place. 
Atthe State Convention which nominated 
Gordon the Hon. a DuBignon of Sa- 
vannah was a member. He was made chair- 
man of a committee to hear contesting delega- 
tions from the city of Augusta, and it was 
through his efforts that the Ramrackerdelega- 
tion was recognized. This defeated John 8. 
Davidson, President of the State senate, who 
was a candidate for re-election, and thus left 
the Presidency of that body a prize dangling 
around for some ambitious young man. Now 
DuBignon finds himself re-elected to the State 
Senate, and a well concerted movement has 
cleared the way for hiselection co the presi- 
dency of that body. But his ambition does 
not stop here. He proposes to pnsh Mr. Blount 
aside and be Governor of Georgia himself. 
His assured candidacy, so adroitly made, com- 
mands the enthusiasm of the young men, who 
are anxious to infuse fresh blood into the body 
politic. This new combination is the talk of 
the city.

MURDERS HANDED DOWN IN H¥S- 
TORY, 


Outrivaling the Recent 'Atrocities of the 
Whitechapel Fiend— The Original “Buark- 
ers,” and What They Did. 

From the Chicago Herald. 

The popular belief that “murder will out’’ 
has been so often and so stikingly contradicted 
by the facts of life that the proverb might as 
well be written ‘‘murder will hot out.” In- 
ceed it seems as if pure accident alone led to 
the detection of the greatest number of the 
murderers who have been convicted. The atro- 
cious murders in Whitechapel, London, details 
of which have appeared in the Herald, seem 
for the moment to have terrorized the people 
of the English capital. They are of the kind 
that have usually been discovered by accident. 
The murderer, acting swiftly and secretly, and 
among a class of victims whose lives ate bad, 
witl, in all probability, berevealed, if revealed 
at all, by some thoughtless or reckles act. 
Yet itisin dealing with accidents and the 
slenderest of olews that men show their detec- 
tive skill, and though we do not find such bril- 
liant work in actual life as that portrayed by 
Poe or Gaboriau, crime is not infrequently un- 
raveled and conviction effected through tho 
ability of detectives in tracing the various cir- 
cumstances attending it. 

Among the more famous of wholesalé mnr- 
ders which has astonished the world were 
those committed by two miscreants in. Edin- 
burg, named Burke and Hare, from about 
1827 to 1829. The exact number of murders 
they committed was nover known, but it is 
supposed to be at least thirty. The require- 
ments of the business was such that it was 
necessary their victims should not show marks 
of violence on the persons, for the murderers 
were engaged in the scientific enter- 
prise of supplying the Edinburg § sur- 
geons with “‘subjects” for thé dissecting table. 
Messrs. Burke and Hare were by birth Irish- 
men, but, being of roving disposition, found 
themselves domiciled in Edinburgh some time 
in the autumn of 1827 without ¥ much 
business of a lucrative character for their 
hands todo. It happened at that time that 
anatomical science was in a languishing condi- 
tion in the Scotch metropolis, owing to the 
somewhat old-fashioned aversion which the 


| people had to dissecting,in consequence of 


which the graves of the dead were protected by 
armed men, and the business of the resurrec- 
tionists was brought to a dead halt. Every 
cemetery in thecountry around Edinburg was 
thoroughly guarded. Messrs. Burke and 
Hare were not resurrectionists, but it 
came to their ears im some way that 
the famons medical schools of Edinburgh were 
rapidly falling away and losing their prestige 
because the young “‘sawbones”’ could not be 
instructed by actual example in the mysteries 
of the human body. Prices of cadavers rapid- 
ly advanced in the market, and whereas prior 
to 1427 a good “‘subject”” would not bring over 
a pound orso to the itidustrious and hard- 
working resurrection man. Before snow flew in 
that year the price had advanced to £15, and 
_ £20 might be had for something first- 
class. 

It was Hare who first got a glimpse of this 
open field of speculation, but his genius was 
not quite equal to the occasion. He could do 
no more than suggest that here was wealti, or 
at least competence, ready at hand. Burke’s 
genius solved the difficulty, and he has thus 
given fmmortality to his name and added a 
new word or two to the English language. Al- 
though the words ‘‘burked” and ‘“burking’” 
are not particularly familiar tothe present 
generation, fifty years ago they were very well 
understood and very frightful terms. For the 
information of come of the Her- 
ald readers it must bo ex- 
plained that when Messrs. Burke and Hare 
had secured a victim, after reducing her (it 
was generally @ woman) to insensibility by 
means of drugged liquor, Burke would lie 
across her with his breast over her face, and, 
by holding her mouth and nose shut, very soon 
suffocated the victim. Sometimes an obscure 
laboring man or idiot would be lured into their 
toils, but asa general rale the victims were 
low and abandoned women. In their various 
operations the two men were assisted by their 
wives, and after having obtained a proper in- 
troduction to the medical gentlemen interested 
in anatomical science business with them 
prospered mightily. Some of the learned sar- 
geons would sometimes view with suspicion 
the rather too fresh bodies of the subjects, and 
yet when science was demanding so much why 
should not her votaries be a lijtle blind? At 
all events, the industrious and serviceable 
Burke and Hare were not  cross-exam- 
ined too severely, and business and science 
rot along together on very good terms. As 

or the business men of the enterprise, there 
seemed no reason why they should not con- 
tinue to prosper justas long as there were 
r and unfortunate persons at. hand to be 
‘*burked.’” Thus for two years things went on 
smoothly,and at least thirty,and perhaps many 
more, victims were sent on their road to the 
dissecting table through these manipulations. 
Rurke and Hare and their wives occupied a 
cottage ..convenient for their purpose, and 
they inveigled those whom they had marked 
out as proper subjects. 

It chanced, however, that one afternoon in 
October, 1829, Mr. Burke concluded he would 
do a stroke of business on his own account 
during a temporary absence of hisfriend. He 
accordingly induced an old beggar woman 
named Margery Campbell to come to his cot- 
tage and partake of such hospitality as he 
could afford. It proved the most disastrous op- 
eration of his business career. Mistre% 
Margery accepted the invitation, indulged in 
several potations, and was never again seen 
alive. ow, beggar woman moreor less 
seems not much to any community, and that 
any particular cry should have been raised 
about this one greatly astonished Mr. Burke. 
And yet such proved to be the fact. The last 
seen of the old woman was when entering the 
Burke residence, and when she was missed 
this was the place where inquiry was made.

It is not at all unlikely 
that they might have got over this trouble if 
they could have kept their mouths shut, but 
this was not done. Mr. Hare, perhaps consid- 
ering that the act, like the last straw on the 
camel’s back, was the really deciding one, and 
he having no part nor lot in it, turned king’s 
evidence aud told the whole dreadful story.

while Mr. Burke was found guilty and sen- 
tenced to be hanged, which sentence was duly 
carried out, and he himself thus made a sub- 
ject for the dissecting table.

| Features of the Speculative Movement in 


Grain and Provigiona. 

CHICAGO, October 13.—In the wheat market 
today the general situation continues alout the 
same, though business was much lighter than for 
several days past. There is a general disposition to 
get outof December, and trading centers princi- 
pally in May future, especially by operators, who 
favored short selling. A dull feeling prevailed. 
The tendency evidently was bearish, but operators 
feared selling of December futures. The opening 
did not vary much from closing yesterday, with 
prices declining quiet, 4c for December, and 7c 
for Mas, they rallied 1%,¢ for December, but only 
i,¢ for May, again eased off, declining 114c for the 
former and %4c forthe latter, ruled within a mod- 
erate range, and closed 4c higher for December and 
34c lower for May than yesierday.

“dressed chickens at 15 cents, squirrels at 124 
cents, celery at 80 cents a dozen, cauliflower at 
10 cents a head, radishes and beets at 10 cents 
a bunch, butter beans, snap beans, Irish pota- 
toes, egg plant, sweet potatoes, carrots, green 
corn, pasanipe, tomatoes, cabbages, Spanish 
onions, dried fruits, cranberries, pine apples, 
gra —Delaware, Catawba and California. 

“Cabbages this year are the finest I ever saw. 
There is ore that weighs &% pounds; I have 
one that weighs 40. They came from Virginia 
and I am selling them at three cents a pound. 
I sold a cabbage awhile ago for sixty cents.”’ 

The game season is hardly open. A few 

uirrels have been brought ip, and sold for 
124 cents a pound. 'Possums are ripe and they 
gell on the streets for 25 to 50 cents. There 
will be no partridge nc in Fulton county 
this year till the first of November. A few 
birds have been brought in from other coun- 


ties. 
On Whitehall street theso two signs are dis- 
played in queer contrast: 


: CHOICE TABLE BUTTER. : 


“What is the difference between table butter 
and cooking butter? 

The man at the shop answered the question 
by saying, “The only difference know of is 
that cooking butteris not so fresh as table 
butter.”’ 

A lady who prides herself on using only the 
best materials in her housekeeping, explained 
that cooking butter is white butter, such as 
the average country article, which sells for 22 
cents a pound, and table butter is that golden 
Jersey-made condiment which brings 35 to 40 
cents in Atlanta and often fetehes a dollar a 
pound in New York. 

This is a distinction with a decided differ- 
ence, but there are cases which will fit both 
definitions. 

‘As to fish,” said adealer, ‘‘wo are getting 
everything now but shad. . They will not 
come in until the 15th of December. Red 
snappers from Pensacola sell for ten cents a 
pound, Tampa mullet sell for eight cents, 
pompino brings twenty-five to thirty cents. 
All the rest sell for ten cents’ a pound. We 
get salt water trout from Florida, herring and 
ealmon from Cincinnati, poggies from Charles- 
ton, fresh water bream, channel cat apd blac 
bass from Florida,’’ 

‘*Where do your oysters come from ?’”’ 

‘We sell Savannah oysters for 35 cents a 
quart, Biloxi oysters for 40 cents and Norfolk 
plants for fifty. Later in the season the Sa- 
vannah oysters will be sold for 25 cents a 
quart. Boiled shrimps sell for 25 cents a 
quart.” 

The Belvidere oysters sold in Atlanta last 
winter for 25 cents were the first Georges 
plants, or regularly cultivated oysters, raise 
on the coast of this state. They were muct 
sought after,and were pronounced equal td 
the best.

“What shall we eat, what shall we drink 
and wherewithal shall we be clothed?” is an 
old question that is still new. 

The men generally settle the question of 
‘what to drink’? as many times a day as they 
feel like it, and the women wrestle with ‘‘what 
to weaq’ as often as their purses will permit a 
renewal of the agony,but ‘‘what to eat’’ comes 
up with clock-like regularity, three times a 


day, purse or no purse. 

One thousand and ninety-five times a year 
the housewife has to confront the problem of 
giving one man his meat and another his 
poison ; and she has to find each time seme- 
thing to suit the taste of a housebold where, 
Jack-an4-Gill like, one can eat no fatand an- 
other can eat no lean; she must tempt the 
appetite of the mincing invalid, and satisfy 
the craving of the omnivorous youngster. 

Between seasons the problem is the hardest 
to solve. 

Just now the fall vegetables are in the mar- 
ket, game and fish sre beginning to come in, 
apd the turkey crop is ripe. 

‘What do the people eat?” saida northside 
rocer; ‘‘they eat everything they can lay their 
ands on—dressed turkeys at [8 cents a pound 

dressed chickens at 15 cents, squirrels at 12h 
cents, celery at 80 cents a dozen, cauliflower at 
10 cents a head, radishes and beets at 10 cents 
a bunch, butter beans, snap beans, Irish pota- 
toes, egg plant, sweet potatoes, carrots, green 
corn, parsnips, tomatoes, cabbages, Spanish 
onions, dried fruits, cranberries, pine apples, 
grapes—Delaware, Catawba and California. 

“Cabbages this year are the finest I ever saw. 
There is one that weighs 35 pounds; I have 
one that weighs 40. They came from Virginia 
and I am selling them at three cents a pound. 
I sold a cabbage awhile ago for sixty cents.’’ 

The game season is hardly open. A few 
squirrels have been brought in, and sold for 
124 cents a pound. ’Possums are ripe and they 
sell on the streets for 25 to 50 cents. There 
will be no partridge shooting in Fulton county 
this year till the first of November. A few 
birds have been brought in from other coun- 


ties. 
On Whitehall street these two signs are dis- 
played in queer contrast:

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What is the difference between table butter 
and cooking butter? 

The man at the shop. answered the question 
by saying, ‘The only difference Il know of is 
that cooking butteris not so fresh as table 
butter.’’ 

A lady who prides herself on using only the 
best materials in her housekeeping, explained 
that cooking butter is white butter, such as 
the average country article, which sells for 224 
cents a pound, and table butter is that golden 
Jersey-made condiment which brings 35 to 40 
cents in Atlanta and often fetehes a dollar a 
pound in New York. 

This is a distinction with a decided differ- 
ence, but there are cases which will fit both 
definitions. 

‘*‘As to fish,’ said adealer, ‘‘we are getting 
everything now but shad. They will not 
comein until the 15th of December. Red 
snappers from Pensacola sell for ten cents a 
pound, Tampa mullet sell for eight cents, 
pompino brings twenty-five to thirty cents. 
All the rest sell forten cents a pound. We 
get salt water trout from Florida, herring and 
ralmon from Cincinnati, poggies from Charles- 
ton, fresh water bream, channel cat apd black 
bass from Florida.’’ 

‘‘Where do your oysters come from ?’’ 


‘We sell Savannah oysters for 35 cents a 
quart, Biloxi oysters for 40 cents and Norfolk 
plants for fifty. Later in the season the Sa- 
vannah oysters will be sold for 25 cents a 
quart. Boiled shrimps sell for 25 cents a 
quart.”’ 

The Belvidere oysters sold in Atlanta last 


winter for 25 cents were the first Georgia 
plants, or regularly cultivated oysters, raised 
on the coast of this state. They were much 
sought after, and were pronounced equal to 
the best. '

THE BEST HUNTING SEASON INFIVE 
YEARS. 


Birds Plentifal This Year—Tales of Atlanta 
Nimrods—Their Best Hunting Days—A 
Dog Story—His Best Shot. 


And now for dog and gun! 

‘The hunting season ‘will be at its best by 
November, and bird-hunters are already out 
in other counties, though they are restrained 
by law in Fulten until the first of November. 

Game is unusually plentifal this year. 

“From what I can learn,” said Mr. Willis 
Venable, ‘‘there are more birds this fal] than 
there have been in five years. We hada dry 
May anda dry June, and that always makes 
the bird crop large. But, besides that, I hear 
from all sections that there are plenty of birds. 
Hunting will be good on any of the railroads. 
ten or fifteen miles from Atlanta.” 

Mr. F. E. Block thinks the best shooting 
will be in western North Carolina. 


Atlanta has some mighty hunters. 

“The best day’s shooting I ever did,’’ said 
Mr. Willis Venable, ‘‘was about tem years ago* 
before there wore so many hunters. It was in 
a field where the birds were so very gentle 


the way. I killed 82 birds between sunup 
and sundown, and I think I shot about a hun- 
dred times. There wasnoone with me who 
had a gun, and the only maninthe field be- 
sides myself was the owner of the plantation 
who went with me and carried the birds.” 
“The best shot I ever made,” said Mr. F. E 
Block, ‘‘was ata wild goose. It was outon a 
western prairie. I was ridding with a gentle- 
manin adouble buggy, and the dogs were 
circling round on the prairie in frontofus. 1 


saw four wiki geese half a _ mile 
ahead, and I got my friend 
to whip up the horses 80 AS 


to get tothe geese before the dogs frightened 
them away. Of course, as the buggy ap- 
proached, the geese flew up and I had to shoot 
at a flying goose, with the horses running. I 
selected my goose and brought him down.”’ 

‘One of the best shots I ever made was at 4 
deer in Florida last winter. I was lying be 
hinda log and saw seven deer. had a 
twelve-shot magazine rifle with seven shots 
and if I hgd not mistaken a tree, which was in 
front of them, for a deer, I would have killed 
allseyen. I buried four shots in the tree - be- 
fore I found it out, and then I killed three 
deer with the other shots. One ball went 
through one deer and lodged in the shoulder of 
one just behind. I potted the second deer, but 
the first got away, although a bullet had gone 
through its body. 

‘Another good shot I made was when I shot 
@ running deer through the heart with a rifle 
at 110 yards. Another time I split a deer’s 
head with a rifle ball at 212 steps.” 

“The bes shooting I ever did,” said Mr. 
Henry Leonard, ‘‘was when I went hunting 
with Mr. Block several years ago. There were 
three of us and in three days we killed 260 
birds and seventy-five doves.’’ 

‘The best shot I ever made,” said another 
man, ‘“‘was when I shot a lark eoming toward 
me and caught it in my hand as it fell.” 

“The best. short day’s shooting I ever did,”’ 
said Colonel J. W. Renfroe, ‘‘was last winter 
up on the Mariettaand North Georgia railroad. 
Between 11 o’clock in the morning and 1 
o'clock in the afternoon I killed forty-five 


birds. I shot them all on the wing with single 
shots. Ifound them very thick. When I got 


off at the railroad station, I found a covey be- 
fore the train got out of sight, and some gen- 
tlemen stood on the car platform and saw me 
kill a bird with each barre}. I marked the 
birds down and got six or cight out of that 
covey. 

‘'The best long day’s shooting I ever did was 
with Mr. W. H. Parsons on that same road. 


In a day and a half we ‘bagged 235 
birds and killed several that we did 
not get. killed something more 
than half the birds, but Mr. Parsons 


was a good shot. We had two pairs of dogs— 
his pair and mine—and we hunted each pair 
half the time. 

‘The best dog I ever saw is tho one I own 
now, Which is Dan Gladstone, out of Champion 
Gladstone, out of Champion Sue. 
sold his litter sister, Lilian, to the Syracuse 
kennel for $750. have several times seen 
hiin start to jump a fence, and seeing a covey 
of birds as he mounted, stop and point them 
from the top rail. Ihave seen him point a 
bird that was ten or fifteen feet from the 
ground in a tree. 

‘How far can a dog detecta bird? That de- 
pends on the weather. I have frequently had 
my dog to point coveys thirty to ste yards 
when the wind was blowing from the birds to- 
ward the dog. He hasthe best nose, is the 
best ranger, has the best style, and is the best 
dog I ever luunted. 

‘He don’t go into the field until I give him 
the command. Then he quarters it, and when 
he gets through, there are no birds there or he 
has found them. Wher he eats up a field 
that way I know there are no birds there. 

‘The best bird shot that I know of in Geor- 
gia is Willis Venable. He will shoot against 
anybody for any amount of money, and he will 
agree to kill more birds in a day than any 
other man when they are ‘put together. Mr. 
McRae, of Marietta, is said to be one of the 
finest shots in Georgia, and Mr. W. W. 
Thomas, of Athens, is also a fine shot. 

“The greatest sporting event of the season 
will be field trial of the Southern Field Trial 
association, at Amory, Mississippi, beginning 
on the third of December. At the Trial Club 
park of a thousand acres the birds are pro- 
tected by game keepers just as they are on an 
English estate, so that they arevery plentiful. 
The coveys are marked down so that the game 
keeper know where every covey uses. 

»»Lhe}dogs are drawn in pairs the night before 
and they are to run in the order they are 
drawn. They run through that series and 
then the winners compete with winners, and 
the two last winners are put up against each 
other. Each trainer handles his own dog, 
and the spectators are not allowed to come 
within seventy yards of the hunters. 

“The guests assemble in the morning—they 
are the famous hunters of this country and Eng- 
land—ladies and gentlemen on horseback. Sud- 
denly there issue from the crowd two dogs, each 
with his trainer and his owner; baok of these 
come the three judges and the reporters of the 
sporting papers, making a party of six or seven 

eople. The trainers handle the dogs just as 

nan ordinary day’s hunting and the judges 
mark each dog so many points for nose, so 
many for style, so mady for speed and so many 
for ranging, and the points are counted. The 
dogs are required to run thirty minutes, and if 
the judges are not satisfied at the end of that 
time they. add another fifteen minutes. 

‘‘Last year the Derby prize—for dogs under 
two years—was won by Mr. 
Dudley, of Nashville. Gladstone is 
the best do in the United 
States. He is the Lexington of the dog turf’ 
He is not only the winner of more Derbys 
than any other dog in America, but he is the 
sire of more winners. He is to dogs what 
Lexington is to horses. Mr. Bryson would not 
take $10,000 for him. He sells Gladsone’s 
La yt for $100 as soon as they are weaned 
and charges $100 for service.’ 

“Did you ever win anything in a Derby ?”’ 

‘‘T won two or three heats. I have one dog 
for the Derby this year and one for the all age 
stakes. I sold a dog once for $300.” 

‘‘What other field trials aro there in this 
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coun 

‘‘The Eastern Field Trial association has its 
field trial at High Point; then there is the 
American club, the Indiana club and several 
western clubs.”’ 

‘How many entries are there for the Amory 
field trial this fall?’’ 

‘There are fifty-six entries for the derby, 
and I don’t know how many for the all age 
stakes. Thereisaten dollar nomination fee 
when the dogs’ names are sent on in June, and 
there is $20 tostart.”’ 


“The best dog I ever heard of,”’said a veteran 
bird hunter, ‘‘was one that belonged to Guinea 
Luckie. He and land another man were 10 
the field one day, talking about our dogs and 
telling how staunch they were. One man 
gaid that his dog stood on a point two hours. 
‘That’s nothing,’ said Luckie, ‘I had a do 
once and lost him in a broom sédge field.

EDITOR MOORE SAYS THE FLOOD 
WAS 4 BLESSING. 


All of Georgia and South Carolina and 
Parts of Tennessee and Virginia -_ 
be Present—The Attractions, 


“You may say that the Augusta exposition 
will be a grand success," said Editor Moore, 
of the Augusta Evening News, Our bnilding, 
which is 940 by 500 feet, covering nearly cleven 
acres, is complete and has been turned over to 
the exposition company. Everything is ready 
but the exhibits, and they are coming in every 
day. The big Carliss engine is ready to drive 
the machinery as soon as the steam is turned 
on and there will be a world of machinery to 
drive. There will be exhibits which have 
never been brought south before—iron work- 
ing machinery of all kinds from the north and 
east. We are getting additional exhibits all 
the time. Hardly a day passes that we do not 
get new applications for space. 

‘The state fair will close on the 10th of No- 
vember, the'second day after our exposition 
opens, and all the important exhibits at the 
State fair will be carried to Augusta. Rome is 
going to send down her leading exhibits, : and 
Floyd county will makea big display of her 
magnificent resources. The South Carolina 
state authorities will make a display, and the 
commissioner of agriculture has had his men 
there for weeks arranging the exhibit of that 
state. 

‘‘We expect tohave at the exposition the 
whole state of Georgia and the whole state of 
South Carolina, a large part of North.Carolina 
and Tennessee, and a fine delegation from 
Virginia. This is the first exposition Augusta 
ever had and she intends to spread herself.”’ 

‘What are the principal attractions ?’’ 

‘We have the best race traci in the southern 
states; it isa mile-track, and is as level as a 
floor. You can see every step the borse takes 
allround the track. The track is solid, but 
soft on top, and the horse’s foot siuks into it 
about a half inch, just as if he were trotting 
on a Brussels carpet. The managers say they 
will have the finest racing ever seen in the 
state, and they have offered $10,000 in prizes. 
The grand stand will seat seyen or eight thous- 
and people, and standing rogm is not limited. 
We will have military companies th re from 
all over Georgia and the métghborin states, 
attracted by the $5,000 in prizes. We have 
$70,000 in prizes altogether.”’ 

“How will you get the crowds to the 
grounds ?”’ 

“The exposition grounds are on the Georgia 
road two miles from the citY and that road 
will run out trains on a special track from the 
city and there are two lines of street cars. We 
can carry out ten thousand people a. hour if 
necessary.” 

ae will you take care of them in the 
cit 9? 

The Augusta hotel will take care of 1,200 
people, the Planters will take 800, the Arling- 
ton will take 500 and the Central will take 
500. Then we have a committee on public 
comfort; they have canvassed the city and tl o 
people, including our wealthiest citizens,ghave 
almost unanimously agreed to take visitors 
into their houses to board. We can ommo- 
date 25,000 visitors a day if necessar™ 

‘“‘What effect has the flood had upon Au- 
gusta?”’ : 

‘The flood is now looked upon as a blessing. 
Forty years ago it weuld have set Augusta 
back twenty years, but now six months will 
cover it. ‘Today the loss is more itiaginary 
than anything else. It forced people toclean 
out their cellars and the city has been cleaned 
up and the buildings have been brightened up 
with paint. The city has aforee of 1,000 men 
at work, and by the time the exposition opens 
the streets will be in better condition than 


they have been in twenty-five. years. 
The $100,000 extra tax was over- 
whelmingly and enthusiastically voted 


the election They were given four months to 
pay the tax,Y5 per cent of iteach month, and 
already, in one month after it was voted, 
$50,000 of the tax has been paid. Strange to 
say it was paid ahead of the requirement 
largely by workingmen and negroes who had 
small amounts to pay and paid their whole as- 
sessment in a lump. A great many of the 
negroes are stockholders of our exposition. 

‘‘TYhe damage by the flood was so generally 
divided that few people will feel it much. 
The ministers and leading lawyers of Augusta 
have organized for the relief of poor people 
who have suffered by the flood, and every case 
of distress is promptly relieved. Augusta does 
not need any outside aid and has not asked it. 
It is true that some money has been sent it 
and has been properly credited, but the city 
has made no call upon outsiders. 

‘*As to the canal, there was a mile and a 
half of embankment washed away, but Mr. 
Redman, one of the contractors of the Rome

If a Boy ise Governed at Home by the Nod, 
Nothing Else Will Govern Him at School 


~—Lad Boys Should Be Whipped. 


Whither the bad boys should be whipped at 
school or not sceins to haye provoked discus- 
sion allover the land. I have received several 
jetters from teachers upon that subject, and 
the sum of them all is that home rule is a 
bigger thing than rule in the school-room and 
if a boy is governed at home by fear of the rod 
nothing else will govern him at school for a 
while. Time and assocMtion may gradually 
pducate him out of it. Professor Boyd, of 
Bell county, Texas, says: “T taught one year 
in a community that warned me in advance 
that I would have to be ‘mighty tight’ with the 
boys or they would run over me, for they were 
s bad lot. And they were. I had so much 
whipping to do that I sought another field, 
and there I found an affectionate kind relation 
between parents and children. I had no 
trouble in governing that school, and never 
used tho rod or the ferule. The parents 
are more responsible than the teachers. He 
must for a time follow their lead or he will 
haveno government. The old way produced 

reat men like Washington and Jefferson and 

en Frankiin and Madison, an 1 it will not do 
to make a sweeping innovation. We are too 

t to awing from one extreme to another and 
in departing from the old iron rule to adopt 4 
system softer than wax. We still need the 
firmness cf our fathers without their stern re- 
serve. Weneed a closer companionship be- 
tween parents and teachers and children, 
When this comes, and not till then, can the 
rod be safely abandoned at home or tu school. 

Another teacher refers to Solomon and 
Moses for authority, and says that even the 
Savior used a scourge or a whip and threshed 
the money changers out of the temple, 

Another declares that ‘‘the trouble is in the 
average teachers’ unfitness to govern. Fitness 
to teach and fitness to govern are very 
different ihings.”’ I believe that the discussion 
will do good. It is interesting the parents all 
over the land, but it will never settle down to 
perfection, for there are parents In every com+ 
munity who are not fit to be parents and so 
there arcaboys who fear nothing -but the law 
and its terrors. Old Father Adam made a bad 
start in raising Cain aud the race has not im- 
proved any to speak of. : 

While ruminating over this subject my mind 
unconsciously recurred to a story that my 
father told us along time ago. It may be an 
old story to old people but your young readers 
have not heard it, and so 1 will relate it for 
their benefit. 

Uncle Tom Barker was much of aman. He 
had been wild and reckless and feared not God 
nor regarded man, but one day at a camp meet- 
ing, while Bishop Gaston was shaking up the 
sinners and scorching them a little over the 
infernal pit, Tom got alarmed and before 
the meeting was over professed religion and 
became a zealous, outspoken convert, and de- 
clared hisintention of going forth into the 
world and preach the gospel. He was terribly 
{n earnest, for he said he had lost a power of 
time and must make it up. Tom wasa rough 
talker but he wasa good one and knew right 
smart of “‘scripter’* anda good many of the 
old fashioned hymus by heart. The conference 
thougist he was a pretty good fellow to send out 
into tho border country among the settlers, and 
go Tom straddied his ftlea-bitten gray andin 
due time was dircuit riding in north Mississippi.

THE PRESIDENT’S INTERVENTION 


gecretary Whitney Goes to New York to 
Bring About Union on the Mayoralty— 
In Front of the Sub-Treasury. 


New York, October 13.—[Special.]—Presi 
dent Cleveland has determined to have a un- 
jon of the democratic factions in this city if pos- 
gible. Secretary of the Navy W hitney, came 
posthaste from Washington today, to make 
another effort to bring about a union. Colonel 
Pan Lamont failed some weeks ago to achieve 
guccess in that direction,although he had carte 
blanche from the president to act with perfect 

freedom. The president has great confidence 

in Mr. Whitney, and has assigned to him the 
pow most difficult task of bringing about har- 
mony and unity. 

No sooner had the:secretary arrived than he 
gent for Colonel Calvin Brice, chairman of the 
gemocratic national executive committee, and 
ex-Senator William Barnum. They held a 
long conference, 

pISCUSSING THE SITUATION THOROUGHLY. 

They believe firmly that the battle-ground 
4g hore, and are as anxious as the president to 
bring about democratic unity. Mr. Whitney, 
{n the first place, will insist upon congressional 
unity. If he succeeds he will turn his atten- 
tion to the mayoralty fight, and insist upon 
Messrs. Hewitt and Grant, the candidates re- 
gnectiveiy of the county democracy and Tam- 
many, retiring in favor of some candidate that 
will be agreeable to both factions. It is whis- 

red around, though Ido not place much 
confidence in it, that Mr. Whitney, as a last 
resort, will consent to be the compromise can- 
didate. He was offered as a compromise can- 
didate at first, but refused. Mayor Hewitt 
told mo today that he would retire if those who 
nominated him désired it. He was in the 
hands of those who nominated him, and left 
the situation to them. It was supposed, he 
added, that he was anxious to run again, buat 
he was not. His duties were arduous and al- 
ready he had had a jong term of public service. 

He concluded by saying that he would never 

write a letter declining to be a candidate. 

If le was not asked by those who nominated 
him next Monday or Tuesday, he will have 
his letter of acceptanct ready, and it is expect- 
ed to be trenchant and fully up to his letter 

‘accepting the nomipation when he ran against 
Henry George and Theodore Roosevelt. 

Naturally the democratic national commit- 
teemen do not relish a fierce local fight, but 
they are more resigned to the situation than 
tho president.

Fully 20,000 business men 
paraded and listened to eloquent speeches 
nade by Secretary Fairchild, John G. Carlisle 
and others. The parade was as long and en- 
thusiastic as it wag in 1884, and contained as 
many mugwumps. Many ladies witnessed the 
procession, and waved their handkerchiefs. A 
niece of the great republican, Zach Chandler, 
pretty Miss Florence Sears, who has just re- 
turned from Europe, was among the ladies, 
and waxed enthusiastically for the Cleveland 
boys. She said Cleveland had made a good 
president, and she knew of scores of republi- 
cans who would vote fer him. Miss Sears is 
also distantly related to Senator Eugene lLiale, 
of Maine. 

One of the funny incidents of the campaign

THE GREAT DEMONSTRATION, 


Becretary Fairchild and Speaker Carlisie Ad- 
dressthe Multitude. 

New York, October 13.—Everything was 
favorable for the big demonstration for Cleve- 
Jand and Thurman of the down town bu-iness 
men this afternoon, and the meeting before 
the sub-trezsury on Wali street, and the subse- 
quent procession up town were fully equal to 
the hopes of the managers. The meeting on 
the sub-treasury steps was presided over by 
James J. O’ Donohue. 

When Secretary Fairchild arose he was wel- 
Comed with a roar of applause. When the 
Secretary had finished, Mr. Carlisle was intro- 
duced. He was also warmly grected. The 
Crowd of listeners contained probably 15,000 
Persons independent of the business nien’s 
Procession. The number of persons in line is 
estimated at 20,000. ‘The substantial platform 
Cnthe sub-treasury sieys contained invited 
fuests and was gorgeously decorated witli flags 
and streamers. A large portrait of President 
Cleveland and another of Allen G. Thurman 
Were suspended on two large pillars of the 
building facing the people.

also your hard, matter-of-fact money interests are 
seriously affected. I know that we are often told 
that your welfare is not the welfare of some parts 
of the country, but I have never been able to find a 
reason to support this statement. 

Where is the dividing line? Where does your 
intere.@e cise and that other alleged interest begin? 
Good, economical government, prosperous business, 
& safe currency and low taxation are well for tlie 
whole country, as well foreach and every part of 
the country. One part of it cannot suffer in any of 
these respects without the communication of ill to 
every part, as surely asa pressure atone point is 
felt in all parts of a body of wa‘er. 

Therefore, when you men of New York patrioti- 
cally assemb!e here to promote what you believe to 
be good government, the vast nation meets with 
you and the averege of its complicated. interests is 
here to be affected, well orill, by the success or 
failure of your efforts. By the force of ,untoward 
circumstances, the office which I happen to fill is 
one of the most important factors in the country's 
business. Itisnotright that this should be the 
case, end I believe that ancther term of democratic 
administration with a congress pledged to support 
in wise measures would result in such reforms as 
substantially to eliminate the treasury department 
from your affairs,thus curing an abnormal condition 
which has, within its possil Llities, done great injury 
to legitimate businessand great wrongs whenever 
the head of that department may be unwise or 
un faithful, 

It is not at all necessary thatthis condition should 
exist. It is the mission and duty of the democratic 
party to put an end to it. 

Following are extracts from Secretary Fair- 
child’s remarks: 

On March Sist, 1885, there was a surplus in the 
treasury of $22,259,085.7¢. This surplus increased 
until on January 31st, 1586, it was $79,689,962.21. 
‘The ownership of silver dollars by the governme:t 
also increased from $43,878,256 to $93,959,880; this 
surplus formed a reservoir which caught and held 
that kind of money which the people did not wish 
to hold themselves. This temporary accumulation 
in the treasury, the then secretary believed, keeps 
these silver doilars which the people still beld as 
Valuable as they were when paid tothem by the 
government. The result jus*ified his belief. At 
this time confidence had then fairly well been res- 
tored, and bond calis began again, and were made 
in such amounts as to prevent any further accumu- 
lation of suvplus: m: 1 August, 1886, when I, then 
being acting secretury of the treasury, deemed it 
prudent and wise to increase the amount of each 
call, the result of which was a reduction of the sur- 
plus on February 28, 1887, to $19,148,975.45, or $3,000,- 
OM less than the administration found it on assum- 
ing power two years before. . 

Wireu we began calling bonds there were $194,- 
190,500 of three per cents subject to call. The last 
of these bonds was called on July Ist, 1887, and at 
the end of that month we hadasurpius of $45,698, 
5914.15, to which revenues were daily adding and 
there were no bonds which could be called or 
bought, except on such terms as the holders thereof 
might demand. 

Money s00n becamein sharp demand; bank re- 
serves were low; timid capital was seeking safety; 
business men became alarmed and were pressing in 

theirappeals to the treasury department to save the 

0 intry from financial disaster. Therefore all the 
remaining bonds needed for the sinking fund dur- 
ing the fiscal year ended Jume 30th, 1883, were pur- 
chased between July 3ilstand Octo>er Ist, 1887, at 
total premium of $2,852,015.88, and thus the surplus 

was k@pt from inc easing during those two months, 

After the siuking fund requirements had been 
met, there was undisputably no lawful method left 
to avert the surplusaccumulaiton. An increase of 
government deposits in the national bank deposit- 
ories,was the only certainly lawful means left to 
save the country froin the eyils which the rapid 

withdrawal of the ci:culating medium from the 
channels of business might eause. Consequently" 
the banks were urged to become depositories, and 
thus put at least a portion of the daily surplus of ti'2 
government where it might be available 
for trade. As a further inducement to 
do this, & perceulige of the deposi 
to the par value of United States bonds, 
which were in all instances taken as security, was 
some w bat raised, but always was kept 
within the limits of absolute safety. In 
fact, the money thus deposited was and is far more 
amply secured than money in the sub-treasuries. 
There is no probability of loss of a dcliar of these de- 
posits. Banks, particularily in this city at first, were 
reluctant to take deposits, and for a time I feare] 
that this resource might fail, but gradually more 
and more the bunks applied until about $4U.000,000 
above what would have been the normal deposits 
nnder proper conditions was thus placed and made 
available for the country’s business. Ineednotadd 
that there was absolutely no favoritism in this 
matter. The banks were designated and deposits 
made in the order of applieat.cns, Polit'cail and 
personal friends and foes were treated exactly alike, 
Tie widest possible distribution was sought, until 
almost every : tate and territory had one or more de- 
posituries, and could use some of the money which

Mr. Fairchild here went into analysis of this 
transaction between the banks and treasury 
showing that the net profit toa bank on one 
million dollars is five thousand six hundred 
and fifty dollars instead of fifty thousand. Mr. 
Fairchild then proceeded: 

So much for Mr, Blaine’s allegation as to profits. 
He contends that these deposits have been made 
“without ashadow of sulstantial right in law,” 
although he said that he had not time to go Into 
the details. I can only say that these deposits have 
been made under the same law as the millions of 
dullars Ceposited by all republican secretaries of 
the treasury when it was more rofitable than now, 
bonds at low price being then plentiful, Three of 
these depositories are in the state of Maine 
and are i@ same depositories which 
this administration found when coming into powcr. 
The first was designated December 7, 1563, by name 
the “Granite National Bank of Augusta’ was desig 
nated April 14, 1868. Iam inclined to believe that 
if Mr. Blaine will examine he will find tnat some 
of them belong to personal and political friends of 
his, and that they were selected in the days of 
favoritix«m and pet banks through hisinfluence.

MR. CARLISLE SPEARS. 

Mr. Carlisle, in his speech, said: 

The secretary of the treasury, in the speech to 
which you have just listened, has madesuch a clear 
and satisfactory statement concerning the conduct of 
your financial affairs during the present administra- 
tion on all disputed points, at least, that there is 
nothing left for me tosay upon the subject, and I 
shall, therefore, in my remarks «(@ il your attention 
briefly to one ortwo other matters which, in my 
opinion, the people of the whole country ought to 
take into ser‘ous consideration in this campaign. 

Secretary Fairchild has spoken of the intimate 
business relations existing between people in vari- 
ous parts of the country and of the dependence of 
each local community foritsown prosperity upon 
the prosperity of ali theothers, Ithink jhis is the 
case now to agreater extent than ever before in 
our history. One ofthe most beneficial results of 
the Jast presidential election was the establishment 

f harmonious relations—social, political and com- 
mercial—between the people of the north and south. 
The social and commecial intercourse between the 
people of these two sections has never been 
so close and intimate as it isnow. The union 
of states was never so strong as it Is today, and it {s 
strong because the people everywhere feel that they 
are once more citizens of a free government—a goy- 
ernment which will treat them justly and fairly. 

The north has never had so good a markectin the 
couth for its products as it has now, and the scuch 
has never had the use of somuch northern capital 
isnow. li isnot too much to say that if the 
policy which has largely conduced to produee these 
beneficial results shall be continued four years 
longer, it will be impossible forany political party to 
secure power by appealing to the prejudices of one 
section of the country or one race of people against 
another section or another race, 

I believe if there were no other reason for the re- 
election of Grover Cleveland president of the United 
States, the fact that his administration has insugu- 
rated an era of zood will between the different sec- 
tions and different races would be amply suificient. 
That it is the deliberate purpose of the 
leaders of the fepubi-can party to reopen 
the sectional and race agitation which was 
allayed by the election of Mr. Cleveland must be 
ap>arent to every one, who properly considera the 
present situation, Already bills and resolutions 
which mnst eventually have this effect have been 
introduced into the republican senate and their 
passage is earnestly urged by gentlemen whose 
counsel have a cantrolling influence with their 
party.

MR. BARNUM URGES PROMPT WORK 


The Adjournment of Congress Probabie for 
Next Saturday — Senator Brown 
Wil Stick to the End. 


Wasuineton, October 13.—[{Special.]— 
Chairman W.H. Barnum, of the democratic 
national committee, was here today in consul- 
tation with the department officers and others 
in regard to raising campaign funds. For the 
present work there is ample money in hand, 
but a large amount will be needed for use dur- 
ing the ten days preceeding the election. It 
is for this purpose he is now endeavoring to 
raise funds. The democratic officials and em- 
ployes at Washington have not been prompt 
in contributing money. In fact they have been 
slow, and Mr. Barnum came here to impress 
upon the higher officials the importance of 
suggesting to their subordinates that they give 
up @small proportion of their salaries for the 
good of the party. There is to bo no coercion, 
but persons—male persons only — who 
are drawing a salary through the 
kindness of the democracy are to be 
gently reminded that money is absolute- 
ly necessary, and that unless the democratic 
administration shall succeed itself, there offi- 
cial tenures will be short. Mr. Barnum’s visit 
will undoubtedly have its effect, for the ofti- 
cials with whom he talked expressed the opin- 
ion that much money would be subscribed by 
the clerks as soon as they were notified that 
the national committee needs it. Mr. Bar- 
num refused to talk to correspondents today. 
It fact, it is not his nature or nabit to shout 
his political doings from the hopsetop. But 
an official with whom he talked informed me 
that Mr. Barnum said the democratic situation 
was much more encouraging than at this time 
four years ago, and in his opinion Cleveland 

was certain to win. 

This statement, coming from the chairman 
of the national committee, means that the sit- 
uation is indeed encouraging. 

THE PROBABLE ADJOURNMENT. 

There has been little save adjournment talk 
here today, and the sentiment is overwhelm- 
ingly in favor of adjournment on Saturday 
next. The analysis of the senate tariff bill 
will be completed on Monday, and the opinion 
of almost every one is that the adjournment 
resolution will be introduced and passed by 
the house on Tuesday. This really seems 
definiteiy determined upon, and now the ques- 
tion is whether the senate will accept it. As 
far as the republican side is concerned, Senator 
Allison has already spoken for them. They 
will accept it immediately. The democratic 
side is almost unaanimous, but upon it there 
is one dissenting voice in the person of Sen- 
atcr Morgan, of Alabama. © says the re- 
publican tariff bill isa mere sham, only intro- 
duced for campaign purposes, and not 
intended to be passed. For this reason 
he fayors holding congress in session 
and forcing the republicans to show 
their hand. He is undoubtedly correct in his 
statement of the object of the republicans, but 
he cannot force them either to pass or throw 
aside their bill, for itis now so close to elec. 
tion that they can easily keep up the general 
debate until even after the election, without 
going into the debate of the bill by sections at 
alt. The other democrats realize this, and it 
is believed Senator Morgan can be prevailed 
upon not to call “no quorum” on the adjourn- 
ment resolution. The few members here are 
worn out and truly sick of remaining in 
Washington. 

THE ACT APPROVED.

Jacksonville people are not indignant at 
this, because they have something else to do 
besides being indignant, but they feel deeply 
because they long ago offered Fernandina any 
assistance in their power, physicians, nurses, 
supplies and money, but Fernandina, through 
President Dotterer of the board ef heath, re- 
plied that she was abundantly able to take 
care Of herself, and repeatedly declined all 
offers of aid. The opinion prevails that it ill 
becomes her now to charge, even by implica- 
tion, any reluctance on the part of Jackson- 
ville to iend hera helping hand. Mayor Hewitt 
and ali the chairmen of the Jacksonville relief 
committees throughout the country, under- 
stand the situation thoroughly, and 
Fernandina wili find it uphill 
work to make a genercus public believe 
that Jacksonville had acted otherwise than 
charitably, promptly and consistently. Chair- 
man Schumacher was approached upon this 
subject this afternoon, but did not care to ex- 
press his views for publication, inasmuch as it 
was deemed advisable to avoid a controversy 
if possible. One thousand dollars was accepted 
by Fernandina from here day before yesterday, 
anyway. When doctors, philanthropists and 
nurses fall out, it may be an indication of the 
decline of the epidemic. It would perhaps be 
unjust to charge that Harry Miner was ‘‘work- 
ing’’ Jacksonville for a big ‘‘ad.”” He offered 
to supply this city with acorps of trained nurses 
athisown expense, but it looks very much 
like it. The nurses which he sent here are 
naturally beginning to inquire where their pay 
is coming from, and the authorities, very nat- 
urally, too, have referred them to Mr. Harry 
Miner, but Mr. Miner has failed so farto ma- 
terialize, at least so far as producing the little 
pay envelopes is concerned. The medical bu- 
reau, in conjunction with Dr. Neal Mitchell, 
has taken the matter up, and after writing, 
telegraphing and waiting for nearly a week, 
they at last received a reply from Mr. Miner, 
substantially as follows: 

“Nurses offered their service gratuitous'y. 
If they don’t like the terms, they can return 
to New York. I will pay transportation.”’ 

lt may be well for the public to understand 
that all transportation companies brought 
nurses here free and they stand ready to re- 
turn them free. In the light of this Mr. Miner 
does not show up quite so big a philanthropist 
ashe might. Here are his offers and Dr. 
Mitchell’s reply: 

New York, September 7, 1888.—Neal Mitchell, 
President Board of Health: I propose to send a 
corps Of trained nurses and pay their salaries and 
transportation out of my own pocket. Can you give 
them proper accommodations, and how many do 
you require? H. C. MINER, 

To the latter Dr. Mitchell! replied as follows: 

‘‘Accept our grateful thanks for your generous 
offer. Willa request ‘orten acclimated nurses be 
asking too much? NEAL MITCHELL, President.”’ 

Twelve nurses subsequently came by the 
Mallory line to Fernandina thence to Jackson- 
ville, receiving transportation free. Have all 
been doing excellent service, many of them 
having taken fever themselves. Such is his- 
tory of Harry Miner and his philanthropy.

FLORIDA'S HOPE. 


Ex Mayor Courtenay Says That There Must 
be Non-Intercourse With Cuba. 
From the New York Sun. 

‘Tt is not theory, but fact,’”’ said William A. 
Courtenay, ex-mayor of Charleston, speaking of the 
yellow fever epidemic in Florida, “that yellow 
fever is imported from the tropics. This is proved 
by the fact that for years and years the south has 
been free from the yellow fever scourage, and wheu 
it has made its appearance it origin has unitormly 
been traced to importation from the tropies.” 

Mr, Courienay came to New York to attend the 
meeting of the Peabody Fund, of which heisa 
member. “The y;resent epidemic in Florida,’ he 
continued, “is traceable to importation, The first 
case in Jacksonville came trom ‘Tampa, which, 
with Key West, has Leen an open port for steamers 
from Havana. It has been publicly stated thal an 
extensive contraband trade has been going on tor 
some time past between the west coast of Florida 
and Cuba, and that the yellow fever came 2 this 
way. In any event, it Is un importation. 

“The extent of the present disaster,”” seid Mr. 
Courtenay, ‘can hardly be estimated either in mor- 
tality or in destruction®f business interests. This 

base of the question is now not unnaturully over- 
ooked. No southern state has developed sv rapid- 
ly as Florida, owing largely to its spienald system of 
ra.Jroads. Of course, ail this growth from the north 
1s attracted by the delightful clyna*e of Florida and 
the freedom from sickuess. Toa disinierested ob 
server, there‘ore, it is amazing that reguiarly orzan- 
ized rapid transit communication should have been 
thought of or undertaken between Cuba and 
Florida, and more strange that smuggling should 
have been permitted to exist without any effective 
remedies. if follows, of course, that for the resto- 
ration of Florida to a prosperous condifion non-in- 
tercourse between Florida and tee isiauds of the 
tropics must Le cnforced during mor than half the 
year.”

EMPEROR WILLIAM'S VISIT TO ITALY 


A Grand Review of Troops—iInterview Be 
tween the Pope and the Emperor— | 
Other Interesting Foreign News. 


Bertm, October 13.—[Copyright, 1888, by 
he New York Associated Pross.]—Only @ 
summary of Dr. Mackenzie’s book is yet ac. 
cessible to the public here, but enough is 
known of its contents to arouse savage indig- 
nation in oflicial circles. The 
simultaneous appearance of the letter 
of the Empress’ Frederick to Dr, 
Mackenzie, vindicating his treatment, is 
held to prove concerted action to blackém 
Bismarck’s character. Dr. Mackenzie’s at 
tack on Drs. Gohardt and Bergmann can be 
answered in the courts of law here, or in Eng- 
land, and can be met also by the opinion of 
eminent European specialists, not German; 
but Bismarck is powerless to deal with 
Mackenzie, He will, however use 
every resource of his craft to 
render! Empress Frederick powerless to 
do him further harm. The report-circulated 
yesterday regarding the theft of the cipher 
code from the emperor’s case indicates thas 
the chancellor’s game of surveillance over the 
©x-empress, which ceased by order of Emperor 
William after her surrender of Frederick's 
papers, will be renewed. Watch will be kept 
over her partisans and her movemente, includ 
ing her proposed visit to Windsor. 

The progressist press are using the Jeffckem* 
and Mackenzie’s revelation as the basis for 
hostile criticism. They will be suppressed. 
Meanwhile, Bismarck is having a bad time. 
He is suffering from a renewal of his attack of 
the gout im a serious form, partly arising from 
worry. Reports as to his health are causing 
the greatest anxiety to his family. His condi- 
tion will probably oblige him to retire from 
public affairs withina few months. What- 
ever his condition may be, however, he wil] 
not cease working. 

Jeficken’s trial moves slowly. The prose- 
cution have been baftled in the search for the 
original age £ though they have secured the 
copy from which the Jeffcken extracts were 
made. It is in the handwriting of-a person 
pamed Krug, now dead, who was an official of 
court, and for eighteen years was in the ser 
vice of the then crown prince. Krug accome- 
panied the crown prince everywhere, and often 
acted as his amanuensis. His widow has three 
manuscript volumes of memoirs of the crown 
prince. Judge Hirschfield, of the Berlin 
eourt, who has been instructed from Leipsie 
to conduct the inquiry, is trying to discover 
whether Jeffckin acted on his own jpitiatiy 
in publishing the diary, or if he was promp 
to publish it. Though secrecy is maintained, 
everything known goes toencourage Jeffckin's 
friends in the hope that the prosecution will 
be unable toprove treasonable intent on the part 
of the accused, or of complicity in the plans of 
political personages. The revelations of the 
diary inrelation to the repugnance of Ki 
Ludwig, of Bavaria, to the incorporation 
his kingdom with the German empire, is con- 
firmed by a semi-oflicial declaration in the 
Bayerische Veterland, 

The official journals chant hymns of peace 
over Emperor William's progress in Austria 
and Italy. Still, loud undertones continue te 
produce a sense of security. The Fremden- 
blatt has shaken public confidence in the per- 
manence of peace by publishing advices from 
Warsaw announcing the formation of a forti- 
fied camp of the first order near the German 
frontier opposite Thomand, the extension of 
the works of the citadel of Neugorgiewik ree 
quiring no less than 200 new cannons. 

In the interview between the pope and Em. 
peror William yesterday, his highness empha 
sized the necessity of the restoration of the 
temporal power, and said all sovereigns 
should unite to assure it. Emperor William 
replied that it would be more to the people 
edvantage to unite with those who repiesent 
the principles of order and social conservation, 
and thereby to better secure the peace of the 
world. me 

After the interview between Emperor Wil 
liam and the pope yesterday, his holiness held 
a conference with Cardinal Rampallo, which 
lasted two hours. ‘The fact that the emperor 
only presented Cardinal Rampalio with @ 
costly gift instead of giving the black eagle, is 
noted. Extreme disappointment is expressed 
in the highest clerical c:rcles at the speeches 
of King Humbert and Emperor William. 
Emperor William today presented the pope 
with a picture of the late Emperor Frederick 
taken on his death bed. Ile alse 
appointed the prince of Naples 
lieutenant in King Humbert’s Ger- 
man regiment, and co fired on Count 
Guiecioli, sindico of Rome, tle decorat’o: af 
the order of the Black|E: ge. ‘Lhe Osservator 
Romano says that tie interview between the 
cinperor and the pope has not changed the pe- 
sition of afiairs, and that Europe will never 
enjoy durable peace untilthe imperial power 
of the pope shall have been restored. 

Reviewing Italian Troops. 

Romer, October 13.—Emperor William and 
King Humbert reviewed 33,000 troops at Camp 
Cenutocelio. Ten thousand spectators gathe 
ered to witness the review. Emperor William 
repeatedly expressed his admiration of the 
bearing of the men. He specially praised the 
maneuvers of the berglicr. and mountain ar- 
tillery. 

Suits Against Dr. Mackenzie, 

LONDON, October 13.—The Pal! Mall Gazette states 
that Dr. Bergman, oneof the physicians who were 
in altendance upon the late Emperor Frederick,

LYNCHED IN PULASKI. 
BILL JOHNSON COMES TO AN UNTINE- 
LY END. , 


A Negro Who Outrages a White Woman 
Lynched by the Indignant Citizens—Other 
State News of Interest. 


Cocuran, Ga., _ October 13.—[Special.J— 
About one week ago, Mr. C. O.. Newman, a 
young farmer who lives about three miles from 
town hired a strange negro named Bill John- 
son, to pick cotton. 

| Yesterday Mr. Newman came to town, leav- 
his wife and infant at home. After he left, 
Biil Johnson went to his house and committed 
an outrage upon the person of Mrs. Newman, 
and immediately fled.

He 
squandered money foolishly, flew into a pas- 
sion at the least thing, and exhibited great pro- 
fanity, changed his intentions momentarily 
and astonished the wives of several of His in- 
timate friends by cffering his hand and heart 
in marriage.

He finally 
threatened to kill his wife, who was heartbro- 
ken at his unfortunate belief that she had 
poisoned him, and as a precautionary measure 
he was removed to the asylum. A month af- 
ter he was pnt in duress he reached a nyaniacal 
stage. He dressed grotesquely, assaulted the 
attendants, sinashed furniture, tore the cloth- 
ing from every one he could reach, considered 
himself in full dress in a white plug hat, drew 
vile pictures, selected the devil as his friend 
and companion, burned off his hair and whis- 
kers, fell deeply in love with every woman he 
saw and spent much of his time heaving fuel 
into the furnace that supplied the intense heat 
and kept the lake of fire burning in hasles. He 
was better and worse at intervals, and though 
dirty in inclination and habit, he still main- 
tained nearly allthe time that courtly crace 
that distinguished the southern gentléman of 
the old school, It wasavery sad spedtacie to 
witness the strange and disgusting anties of 
one who had been so truly good and noble, 

His many delusions after a time centered in 
the idea that his happiness on earth and in 
heaven depended upon the removal of his‘head 
and that of his attendant. He talked about 
this incessantly, and it took up so much of his 
time that many of his former maniaca! demon- 
Strations seemed to be, as it were, forgotten. 
Dr. Hammond considered the condition of the 
patient an excellent one for experiment, and 
carried out the patient’s notion in the most re- 
alistic manner possible.

The 
transition from lunacy to senity in the end was 
as sudden and mystifying as the beginning had 
been. He awoke late one morning, after a 
sound sleep, and said to the attendant: 

‘Take thuse heads away; you cannot fool 
me any longer.’”’ 

The heads were take away from the room, 
and with their isappearance departed every 
trace of insanity in the patient, and hé has 
since appeared in the same licht as before he 
became insane. He went home and resuined 
his family and business relations as if he had 
only been away fora day. There may be a re- 
laps in the disease after a poriad of activity, 
when it may appear again, but there is not the 
slightest evidence of it now, and Dr. Ham- 
mond does not expect its recurrence.

|WTHE BOSS BEAR HUNTER. 


NICHOLAS RURDICK, THE GREAT 
BEARCREEK NIMEOD. 


What Twenty Years Have Tanght Him of 
the Interesting Ways of Bruin. 

ScranTon, September 22.—NicholasBurdick 
is the boss bear hunter of BearCreeck. Every 
winter for twenty years he has spent several 
weeks in pursuit of bruin with dog and gun, 
and during thet time he says he has run down 
and killed forty seven full grown, bears. He 
is a bread shouldered six-fcoter, with bushy, 
brown whiskers and thick, curly dark hair, 
and he looks as though he possessed * muscular 


energy enough to take an ordinary sized beg 


by the paws and fling it overhis head. In a 
talk with the writer a few daysago Mr. Bur- 
dick said: 

“A few times Thaverun down bears that 
were as cunning as foxes w}.en they found that 
the dogs were close upon them. Five years 
ago last winter Charlie Bentley and I had set 
a day to start a bear in Butler’s Swamp. The 
snow was not morethan seven inches deep, 
and following a bear all day was not as tire- 
some as it generally isin mid winter. A very 
jleasant gentleman from VPhilade!phia had 

en shooting pheasants in the neighborhood 
for a couple of days, and he heard about our 

roposed bear hunt and wanted to go along. 

Te said be had never seen a bear in the woods, 
expressed a desire to get a glimpse at one, and 
declared that he didn’t believe he could shoot 
one if he saw it. We thought so, too,and we 
told him that we Would be glad to have him 
go with us. He hada tip-top rifleandhe was 
on hand when we got ready to start at day- 
light. 

“Old Dash, the dog that we always took 
with us when we wanted to have a right live- 
ly hunt, was in fine trim that morning. No 
bear ever got the best of him, but he died a 
natural death two years ago and I haven’t had 
as good a bear chaser since. The Philadelph- 
ian was as chipper as a lark over the prospect 
of seeing a bear before he got back, cel Uhar- 
ley and I felt about as good as two men could 
feel. We reached the swamp along towards 
¥ o’clock, and it wasn’t half an hour before 
we had found a bear track and put Dash on 
it. Then we suggested to the Philadelphia 
man that, for a while, he had better stand on 
a big pine stump that overlooked that part of 
the swamp where Dash was then working, and 
Charley and I went to different sides of the 
swamp and waited for old Dash to hustle the 
bear out. . 

All the forenoon the dog raced up and 
down the swamp and failed toestart the old 
fellow. Not one of us had gotsight of the bear 
during all that time, but we knew that he had 
not left the swamp, and so we felt encouraged 
to wait a little longer. A little while after 
noon the Philadelphia gentleman came down 
to where I was standing and said that he 
didn’t propose to stand on that stump all day, 
and that he couldn’t see much sport in hunt- 
ing bear in that fashion. He was a brave man, 
and he said he was going down to the other 
end of the swamp and see fi he couldn’t get a 
shot at the bear. The dog was then barking 
down that way, but I supposed he would soon 
drive the bear back to where I was, and I told 
the man so, But he had got a little un- 
easy and a little out of patience, and off he 
went. 

‘*In the course of twenty minutes I heard 
his gun go off, and Iran down there as fast as 
Icould. I didn’t suppose that he had fired at 
anything, but I was afraid that he might have 
stumbled into trouble and shot his rifle as a 
signal of distress. I yelled and asked him if 
anything was the matter, and heshouted hack: 
“T have killed him.’ That was all he said and 
then I tramped into the swamp and saw thie 
Philadelphia man leaning against a sappling 
justas coolas you please. But he was the 
proudest man Leversaw, for he had really 
found the bear and killed it at a single shot. 
The bear had tramped past the top of a big 
tree that had been blown down and: when he 
had got about five rods or so behind it he rose 
on his hind feet, faced right about like a sol- 
dier, and walked back in the tracks he had 
made on his way out. Heknewthatthe dog 
was after him, and he was cunning enough to 
fool the dog by taking his back track and hid 
ing in the tree top with his face towards the 
way he had gonein. That was how he Jay 
whenour friend found him. He was peeping 
out through the limbs and dryleaves, but he 
didn’t think that we could see him and the 
Philadelphia man puta bullet right between 
the old tike’s eves and Jaid him out as stiff as 
acrowbar. Well, sir, that felt so good over it 
that he couldn’tdo enough for me and Char- 
ley, but he didn’t Want to hunt any more tiat 
Gay. 

‘A friend of mine cane here on a visit from 
the West in the winter a few years ago, and I 
invited him to go on a bear hunt with me. Le 
had become used to handling the lasso ont 
there, and he said he would go if I would agree 
to let him have some fun with the lasso on the 
first boar we might have the good luck to get 
near enough to reach withit. Iteld him ail 
right, and with a long rope fora lasso we star- 
ted out with old Dash eariy the next morning. 
This time we went to Long Swamp, which we 
reached about the middle of the forenoon. 
had acouble barrelied rifle but the only weap- 
on my friend bad and the only one he said he 
wanted was the lasso. He made me promise 
in case old Dash shouldtbring a bear to a stand 
still, that | would not shoot until he had a 
chance to practise with his rope, and over into 
the swamp we trudged through the snow. 

We had no trouble in finding a bear track, 
and back aud forth through the long and nar- 
row swamy old Dash dashed until late in the 
afternoon when he brought a bearto bay not 
far from the centre of the swamp. I could 
tel] fromthe peculiar noise he made that he 
had run foul of the bear, and 1 told my visitor 
from the west. who had kept with me all that 

’ v would soon have a chance to 
practise with his lasso. Then we plunged into 
the swamp and found that old Dash was teas- 
iug the bear in an open space that had 
alder bushes all around it. In trying teescape 
the dog ail day the bear seemed to be pretty 
well played out. The bear had been nipped 
so much on the hind quarters that he was sit- 
ting up when we got there and everything 
was favorable for my friend to use his lasso. 
So I stood in the bushes and called the deg to 
nie, and then I toid the man from the west to 
pitch in. 

“Ife was ag brave asalion, and he swung 
the coil a few times and then let drive at the 
bear. His aim was tip-top, for the rope canght 
the bear around the neck and then my friend 
beganto pulland yank. That waked the bear 
up, but he didn’t run away. He got asmad as 
a wet hen in a second’s time, and-his getting 
mad surprised my friend, for he supposed that 
the bear would pull back on the rope andichoke 
himselfso that his tongue wonld hang oat. 
Instead of that, the fiery old fellow slackened 
on the rope as auick as you could say scat, and 
made a lungeat the man with the lasso, 
knecking him down in the snow and © falling 
ontopot him. ‘The bear’s weight almost 
knocked the breath out of my visitor, and he 
gasped something that sounded to me like, 
‘Shoot the old devil,Nick.’ ahd [ hauled up 
and put a bullet into the bear’s skull. When 
my friend crawled out from under the heavy 
careass, his face was as white as milk, and 
when he got his wind again he looked sheep- 
ish, but he owned right up and declared that 
it was hisown fauit,and wanted me to sa 
nothing about it. Well, I never did tell it to 
any one that knew himand I haven’t men- 
tioned his name to you. so telling about the 
fun he had lassoing the bear won’t hurt him 
any.” 

**Did bears ever kill any of your stock ?,’ 

“Killany? Well, l wish I could say they 
never did. I would be a couple of 
hundred dollars better off if bears had never 
touched my livestock. Since I have lived 
here I have lost I don’t know how many sheep 
and pigs, but for the last five or six yearg bears 
have killed but one sheep and two pigs for me. 
I can tell yon what a very old and large bear 
did for me nine years ago this coming fall, bat 
I don’t suppose one person in ten would be- 
lieve it. At the same time it isa fact, and I 
don’t know as I would take any stock init my- 
self if I hadu’t seen it. Come out here in 
the yard and I can tell it to you better. 

‘Over in that little lot there I hada calfand 
a bull that was coming two years old. The 
other cattle were down in the berry field. I 
was away up in that rough lot you see near the 
top of the hull burning brash and stumps. The 
Jot is in plain sight of the place where the caif 
and bull were and generally you can hear a 
noise made in the valley very clearly up there. 
It was just after sundown, and I was just 
getting ready to quit work, when I heard the 
bull bellow as though semebody had tried to 
anger him. I paid no attention to him at 
first,but,he kept it up so long that after awhile 
I looked down and saw the bull tussling with 
abear. Before I could get over the fence I 
saw the bull fall and Iheard-no more of ite 
The bear tien turned from the 


| bull to the calf, which he had already killed, 


and began to tear it to ‘ 

“Of course, I hurried down the hilt as fast 
as I could, and, whenever I cast my eyes to- 
ward the lot, I saw that the ball still lay there 
while the bear still kept tearing at the carcass 
of the calfand devouring the meat. It was 
between the berry and the nut seasons,, and 
stuck in the woods was uncommonly scarce, 
and the bear seemed-to be half starved. He 
was so hungry that he didn’t make a move to 
lug the calf off into the woods, and, he 
kept tearing rnd eating till L got my ritle from 
the house and shot him dead. While the bear 
had been trying to make away with the calf, 
‘the young bull rushed at him in defense of it, 
and he had jabbed the bear so hard and often 
with his sharp horns that the hungry old brute 
was coinpelled to tarn on the plucky vull, bat 
not until hehad crushed the life out of the 
calf. The bear had broken the buli’s neck 
and stretched him out helpless, and then he 
laid to the flesh of the calf, and paid no more 
attention to the bull, and all three were dead 
when I got to them. 


THE LAND OF THE SERPENT. 


Snakes Which Glide in the Woods of 


Martinique. 
From Harper’s Mavazine, 

Nature is dangerous here; the powers that 
build here are also the powers that putrefy; 
here life and death are perpetually interchang- 
ing office in the neverceasing transformation of 
forces, melting down and reshaping living sub- 
stance simultaneously within the,same awful 
crucible. There are trees distilling venom; 
there are plants that have fangs; there are per- 
fumes that affect the brain; there are cold 
green creepers whose touch consumes flesh 
like fire; while in all the reeesses and the 
shadows is a swarming of unfamiliar life, beau- 
tiful or hideous—insect, reptile, bird—inter- 
waring, devouring, observing, preying. 

Strange spiders of burning colors, immense 
lizards, scaribs cuirassed in all tints of metal, 
humming-birds plumaged in all the splendor of 
jewel radiance, flies that flash like fire, centi- 
pedes of gigantic growth; and the lord of all 
these—the despot of these vast domains—is the 
terrible fer-de-lance, the trigonocephalus, the 
Bothrops lanceolatas, the craspodecephalus, 
deadliest of;cecidental thanatophidia. 

‘There are eight varieties of him, the most 
common. being the gray speckled with black, 
precisely the color that enables the monster to 
hide himself among the roots of the trees by 
simply coiling about them and concealing his 
triangular head. Sometimes he is a beauntifal 
flower yellow; then he may never be distin- 
guished from the bunch of bright bananas 
among which he hangs coiled; os he may be a 
dark yellow, or a yellowish brown, or the color 
of wine leos speckled with pink and black, or 
a perfect ash tint, or black with a yellow belly 
—all hues of tropical mold, of old bark, of 
putrefying trees, of forest detritus. The iris 
of the eye is orange, with red tlashes; at night 
it glows like incandescent charcoal, 

And the fer-de-lance reigns absolute king 
over the mountains and the ravines; he is lord 
of the forests and the solitudes by day, and by 
night he extends his dominion over tie public 
roads, the familiar paths, the parks, the pleas- 
ure resorts. People must remain at home af- 
ter dark unless they dwe!l in the city itself. If 
you happened to be out visitingg after sunset, 
only a mile from town, your friends will cau- 
tion you anxiousiy not to follow the boulevard 
as yOu go back and to keep as closely as possi- 
ble to the centre of the path. Even in the 
brightest noon you cannot venture to enterthe 
woods unescorted; you cannot trust your eyes 
to detect danger. Atany moment a seeming 
branch, a knot of lianas, a pink or gray root, a 
clump of pendant yellow fruit may suddeuly 
take life, writhe, swell, stretch, spring, strike. 

Then you will need aid indeed, aud most 
quickly, for within the space of a few heart 
beats the stricken tiesh chills, tumefies, softens, 
changes color, spets violaceously, and an icy 
coldness craw!s through all the blood. if the 
physician or the pauser atrives in time, and no 
artery or vain has been directly pierced, there 
is hope; but the danger is not passed when the 
life has been sayed. Necrosis of the tissnes 
begins; the flesh corrupts, tatters, tumbles 
from the bone, and the colors of its petrefac- 
tion are frightful mockeries of the hues of veg- 
etabie death, of forest decomposition, the 
ghastly pinks and grays and yellows of rotting 
trunks and roots melting back into the thick 
fetid Glay that gave them birth. You molder 
as the trees mo!der; you crumble and dissolve 
as dissotves the substance of the balatas and 
the palms and the acomats—the Death of-the- 


Woods has seized nyon you! 

And this pestilence that walketh in dark- 
ness, this destruction that wasteth at noonday, 
may not be exorcised. Eaeh female produces 
viviparously from forty to sixty young ata 
birth. The haunts of the creatnre are in many 
cases inaceessible, inexplorable; its multiplhi- 
cation is prodigious; itis only the surplus of 
its swarming that overpours into the canefields 
aud makes the high roads perilous after sun- 
set, vet to destroy “00 or 400 thanatephidia on 
a single small plantation during the lapse of 
twelve months has not been uncommon. The 
introdnction of the mangouste (tle ichneu- 
mon) may, itis hoped,do much toward pro- 
técting the workers in the canefields and on the 
cocoa and cotfee plantations; but the man- 
gouste’s powers are limited and the ocean of 
death is illimitable.

Secing a snake she at once carries hor kittens 
toa piace of safety, then bodily advances to 
the encounter. She will walk to the very lim- 
it of the serpent’s striking range and begin to 
feint, teasing him, trying to draw his blow. 
How the emerald and the topazine eyes glow 
then—they are flames. A moment more and 
the triangular head, hissing from, the coil, 
flashes swift as if moved by wings. Butswitter 
still the strong stroke of the armed paw that 
smites the horror aside, flinging it, mangled 
und-gasping,in the dust. Netherless pussy 
does not yet dare to spring. The enemy, still 
active, has almost iustantly reformed his coil; 
but she is again in front of him, watching— 
vertical pupil against vertical pupil. 

Again the lashing stroke; again the beanti- 
ful countering; the lieing death is hurled 
aside, the scaled skin is deeply torn, one eye- 
socket has ceased to flame. Once more the 
stroxe of the serpent; once more the light, 
quick, cutting blow. But now the trigonoce- 
plialus is blind, is stupefied; before he ean at- 
tempt te coil pussy has leaped wpon him, nail- 
ing the horrible fiat-head fast to the ground 
with her two sinewy paws...

I spproached and 
founda wan wearing the uniform of a major-gen- 
eral of the confederate army. Hic was danzerously 
hurt, even dying. Isat down by his side, lifted up 
his head and heiditon myleftarm, lapplied my 
canteen to his lipsand he emptied it. He turned 
his eyes towards me and asked who I was and how 
I happened tocome to bis assistance, As the dying 
or spoke asoldier who knew him came up. 
fe, too, was a confederate. and, like the oficer, was 
wounded. Iastred him who the mau was whose 
head I held,and he answered: “That's Pat Cleburne 
of Mississippi.”” By that time the general was un- 
conscious, and he died within half an hour. His 
last words nobedy heard but myself, They were 
faint but distinct: “ilurrah for the confederacy!”

The surprise and indignation manifested 
by our old pioncers, as well as by the 

ounger generation, at our recent spelling 
oa when they had the cherished beliefs of 
a lifetime destroyed by a brief reference to 
Worcester or Webster, show that there is 
something radically wrong in our present 
systein of orthography. 

* There is no disguising the fact that every- 
thing is ripe for a spelling reform. Already 
advanced thinkers have raised the standard 
of revolt, and some of them have gone s0 
far as to formulate the outline of a new sys- 
tem. It is true that the new spelling has a 
rather strange look, and a captious student 
gives us a rough looking sample of it in the 
following protest against it:

Perhaps this is going to another ortho- 
graphical extreme, as objectionable as some 
of our present absurdities. But surely there

every word in the language. It will be suf- 
ficient to lop off a few unnecessary flour- 
ishes, making the phonetic principle, within 
reasonable limits, the guiding rule. 

The matter is worth thinking about. 
When the whole population of a great city 
rises up en masse and swears that ‘‘accor- 
feon’’ is the right way to spell “‘accordion,”’ 
there is reason to doubt the judgment of cur 
dictionary makers, Now is the time to agi- 
tate the reform.

More Quarantine Than Fever. 

The yellow fever scare is over. The 
quarantine has been lifted and the list of 
new cases is decreasing. Frost is advancing 
from the north with swift and sure steps 
and itis not too early to balance accounts 
with the epidemic and see where we stand. 

It taxes human credulity, when the dam- 
age done {by the yellow fever itseif is con- 
trasted with the damage done through panic 
and fear. In Florida yellow fever has ap- 
peared at four points—-Jacksonville, Tampa, 
Fernandina and McClenny. There have 
been sporadic cases in perhaps twoor three 
Florida towns. Beyond these few points 
the state has been as healthy as any other 
state in the union. Outside of Florida but 
two points have been attacked—Decatur, 
Ala., and Jackson, Miss. In Decatur there 
have been perhaps fifty deaths; in Jackson 
about halias many. Not another town or 
city in the south has developed a case of 
fever. ‘These are the facts as shown by the 
records, 

In spite of these facts, however, simple 
and cireumscribed as they were, the entire 
south from Raleigh to Calvestdn, and from 
St. Louis to Savannah has been put under 
suspicion, its energies paralyzed, its com- 
merce obstructed, and its every-day business 
damaged by senseless panic, and by almost 
universal quarantine. Just when the south 
was challenging universal attention, and 
when her growing cities and developing re- 
sources were bringing capital and immi- 
grants from all quarters of the carth, this 
absurd and cowardly system of local quar- 
antining was begun’ and maintained. The 
very cities that were foremost in asking for 
immigrants were the first to take refuge 
from imaginary danger by absurd quaran- 
tines, and to protect their reputation for 
healthfulness by advertising over and again 
their sickliness. It is to be hoped that 
these towns, which are now timidly peeping 
their heads Cut of their quarantine shells, 
and declaring that they never had any fear 
of yellow fever because ‘‘it is impossible to 
have itin their town,’’ will understand that 
the quarantine thrown up against fever a 
thousand miles away speaks louder and is 
heard further than high-sounding boasts. 

It is possible that there may be a few 
cases of yellow fever at exceptional points 
in the south next year. It would be well 
for the cool-headed men in every southern 
town and city to determine in advance 
that no such senseless panic and selfish 
pride shall take hold upon the heart and

‘This exhibit included every produet 
of the farm and garden, andia wonderful e¢ol- 
lection of jeliies, -preserves jand pickles. If 
every other district in the county had 
joined “Opposition,” the fair would 
have been ono of the largest ever held 
in middle Georgia. There was no room in the 
main building for the ‘‘oppogition”’ exhibit, so 
those who had itin charge | made a temple of 
their own out of their products and placed it 
on the outside.: 

The displays in the art and household de- 
partments were especialiy fine. Some of the 
paintings were beautiful,indeed, and the faney 
needle work could not be surpassed anywhere, 
Some of the young ladies entered into a cone 
test for the best home-made calico dregs, and 
the result of*their handiword was a collection 
of gowns of surpassing beauty. There is not 
room here to make a catalogue of the exhibits 
or to es of those to whom prem. 
iums were awarded. 

One of the most interesting features of the 
fair was the exhibits of Petnam county horses, 
This exhibit was one of the! best that has ever 
been seen in the staie, and shows that ber- 
muda grass doesn’t take the old red hills with 
out payinga rich rental. Most of the horses 
and colts are thoroughbreds, and there were 
a number of trotters so fast| that their owners 
would not permit the watch to be held over 
them. Some of the colts that trotted at Eaton- 
ton havea great career before them if their 
owners choose to trainthem for the track.

Putnam unites in an exhibit for the honor and 
welfare of the county ? 
: There is but one answer to such a question, 
The fairin which the whole county cordially 
unites will be the most characteristic exhibit 
everseen imthe south. I do not mean the 
most extensive, but the most characteristic; 
for Putnain is nothing if not individual. The 
county isold enough to be homogeneous. I¢ 
has been permeated and clarified, xg 
to «Sp ak, by those old family 
strains that are the richest heritage of a per. 
fect civilization. It has contributed to society 
some of the finest women ever seen in thig 
land, and tothe staie some very able men in 
all the waiks of life. The result of all this isa 
feeling of county pride that cannot be de 
scribed. It is a feeling intense enough to reg- 
ulate men’s lives. I know it has» been so in 
my own case. Ihave never attempted or ac. 
couiplished anything that I did not ask my. 
self, ‘What will the people of Putnam think 
ofthis?” Itisa very curious feeling, indeed, 
and has probably never been experienced by 
those bred in oompmunitigs less compact and 
homogencons. 

But you will say, dear Mr. Editor, that alt 
this sort of taik is not to the point; that your 
space is limited, and that what your readerg 
wantto hear is something about the fair. 
Well, the fair was a success in all its depart 
ments. The display of agricultural products 
was parti ularly good, and it was supplemented 
by an independent display from “Opposition 
district, in which six farmers and their wives 
joined. _ This exllibit included every product 
of the farmn and garden, anda wonderful col. 
lection of jeliies, preserves and pickles. If 
every other district in the county had 
joined “Opposition,’’ the fair would 
have been one of the largest ever held 
in middle Georgia. ‘here was no room in the 
main building for the ‘‘opposition’”’ exhibit, so 
those who haditin charge made a temple of 
their own out of their products and placed it 
on the outside, 

The displays in the art and household de— 
partinents were especialiy fine. Some of the 
paintings were beautiful,indeed, and the fancy 
needle work could not be surpassed anywhere, 
Some of the young ladies entered into a cone 
test for the best home-niade calico dregs, and 
the result of? their handiword wasa collection 
of cowns of surpassing beauty. There is not 
room here to make a catalogue of the exhibits 
or to give the na se to whom prem- 
iums wore awarded. 

One of the most interesting features of the 
fair was the exhibits of Putnam county horses. 
This exhibit was one of the best that has ever 
been secn in the state, and. shows that ber- 
muda grass doesn’t take the old red hills with- 
out payinga rich rental. Most of the horses 
and colts are thoroughbreds, and there were 
a number of trotters so fast that their owners 
would not permit the watch to be held over 
them. Some of the colts that trotted at Eaton- 
ton havea great career before them if their 
owners choose to trainthem for the track. 
Ono of the features of the fair, and a most in- 
teresting one, was the pacing of Dr. Nisbet’s 
Diack horse against time with a running mate. 
The black pacer is awonder. Without train- 
ing he wentaround the track atthe rate of 
2:30, and was under no great pressure at that. 

The success of the fair in-all its parts is due 
to the efforts of Major C. D. Leonard and Mr. 
B.W. Lunt in town,Jand Mr. John{T. Dennis} 
in the country,and these had behind them 
most of the enterprise that attaches to the 
county name. There were the two papers, the 
Messenger and the Enterprise, and there was 
that indefinable feeling of county pride to 
which lL have already alluded. AlJl thecounty 
did not contribute to the exhibit, for there was 
not room enough in the building for that, and 
yet most of the covnty turned out to yisit the 
fair, and this, as you know, isa very substan- 
tial way of showing appreciation.

other and larger attractions. You have read 
what Shakspedre says of his affable ghosts? 
Well, they were there for mo and in great 
numbers. In.the features of a little girl, rune 
ning across the grounds, I could see the faces 
of schoolmates long since dead.

LOCKING AT ANOTHER, wort»). 
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How California - 7 -tronomers 
Win 200 “illes of the Moon. 

1o tnost woncderfu telescope in the world is the 
oue iccently mounted in the dome ofthe Lick ob- 
servatory, on the summit of a California mountain 
It has already revealed to the astronomers in charg 
out there the appalling vastness of half-made worlds 
now roliimg through distant corners of the heavens 
leaving trails of fire behindlong enough to encircle 
our globe a million times, Beside the infinite starr, 
realms recently discovered Dy this great instru 
ment, our own universe becomes as insignificant as 
Biaine’s political morality. In speaking of what 
the telescope has done toward exploring the moon, 
the astronomical expert of the San Francisco Bulle- 
tin says: 

The moon will be one special field of study. Al 
ready some of the finest photographs of it that have 
ever been taken have been secured. At the begin- 
ning of the August moon it was determined to take 
a series of views of the great satellite, and this has 
been done, a good view being secured with the large 

hotographic lensevery night, These views of the 

isc are over five nches in diameter, 
and show in marvellous detail all the 
elevations and depressions, the volcanoes and 
plains, This is the first time a series of views of the 
moon has been taken in this manner, Not in

every location can perfect views ofthe planet be . 


obtained for thirty consecutive nights. It is 
planned, after obtaining this series of views, to then 
make special study of various sections of the moon's 
surface, to notice carefully any indications. of 
changes that may have occurred since the same 
sections were examined by other astronomers. 

It isthe intention of Director Holden to make 
this moon study his especial work. With the strong 
magnifying power that can be applied tothe great 
telescope, sections of the moon’s surface will appear 
to the observer as thouch only about two hundred 
miles distant. In the glimpses already obtained 
Certain peculiar dark lines extending in 
curves entirely across the disc or radia- 
ting from the apparent pole have been noted. Close 
examination shows that these lines are slightly ele- 
vated ridges, and the theory is that they are mark- 
ings of old cracksin the planet that have been 
filied gradually until they are somewhat higher 
then the surrounding surface. These lines will be 
closely studied, as well asall the region about the 
great voicano Copernicus. The results of all these 
close sectional siudies will be noted on carefully 
peoenes maps, which will be of great value for all 
students. 

Even to the visitor, th> tyro {n astronomical 
science, aglimpse of the moon is an impressive 
sight. The power ordinarily applied makes the 
moon appear as though about 1,000 miles distant. 
There is seen a great silvery surface, with lights and 
shadows, from elevations and depressions clear and 
distinct. Extinct volcanoes and mountainous 
ridges, wide plains, seared and blistered, white and 
rough, are clearly seen; no indication of life, noth- 
ing but evident death everywhere; no sign of vege- 
tation, of wator or artificial changes of surface— 
nothing but volcanic destruction, as wildly rugged 
as any of the recent formations about Manna Loa,

The directors then met and elected Mr. T. J. James, 
prgricent; Henry Lewis, vice-president; W. I. 
Zachry, secretary and treasurer and G, A. Howell, 
attorney. 

Mr. T. J. James, the president, is a railroad con- 
tractor, whoibuilt the Atlanta and Fiorida rajil- 
road, and the Georgia and Florida Southern 
from Macon to Tipton. He was the former 
partner of Captain W. D. Grant, and he is identified 
with success, 

The stockholders authorized the board of direc- 
tors to employ such persons as they sce proper, and 
to proceed at once to selectasiteand erect build- 
ings for manufacturing machines, 

Until the factory buildings are ready, the work 
will be carried on at a machine shop in the city. 

Tho company has to build its machinery for the 
manufacture of sewing machines. Partof the ma- 
chinery has already been purchased and will be 
placed in the shop without delay. As soon as this 
is done a fine model machine will be turned ont. 

With this first machine as a pattern,the shop Will 
be arranged to manufacture one to two hundred 
machines a day. Mr. Zachry says tbat the company 
will employ 300 to 600 hands within twelve 
months,

A GREAT WORKSHOP, 


Description of the Government Printing 
House. 


WASHINGTON, October 10.—[Special.]—One 
of the largest and most important bureaus of the 
general government is the government print- 
ing office. Here is done all the vast aggrega- 
tion of printing, binding and ruling required 
by the executive, legislative and judicial 
branches of the government. 

It is the largest printing office in the world, 
bearing upon its rolls from 2,000 to 2,500 em 
ployes, male and female, varying according to 
the demands of public service. For instance: 
When congress is in session the amount of 
work to be done, such as the daily issue of the 
Congressional Record (the paper that prints 
speeches never spoken), the reports of commit- 
tees in- congress, bills, resolutions, and almost 
innumerable other requirements of the con- 


gressional service, is greatly increased, and 
the farce of workmen—printers, proof-readers,- 
copy-holders, pressmen, electrotypers, otc., 
must be suflicient to thoroughly meet the de- 
mand. 

This department, located at the corner of H. 
and North Capitol street, in that vicinity of 
the national capital known as ‘‘Swamppoodle.’’ 
It is an immense four-story brick building, but 
is not sufficiently largeto meet the demands, 
and Public Printer Benedict has asked for an 
appropriation to extend the buildinga half 
block. which will then give little enough room, 
as the work is increasing every year at a rapid 
rate. There is urgent need for anew and 
commodious building. There is no room for 
storage, and from five hundred to seven _hyy- 
dred tons of printed paper is carted two miles 
every year for weyit o1 sufficient storage room, 

Desides the main offices there are branch 
oflices in the war and navy, treasury, interior 
departments, which are under the control of 

_the public printer. This official has power 
ossessed by no other head of departments. 

6 is given aig a poe for private specula- 
tion unequaled. He purchases all the sup- 
plies, paper, machinery and other material, 
and can increase or diminish his force of em- 
me diem at pleasure, limiting such to the abso- 

ute requirements of the service or creating 
sinecures, as he may feel inclined. Since Mr. 
Benedict’s advent into the office of public 
printer he has effected some wonderful changes 
in the office. He has madea thorough reor- 
ganigation, and has added greatly to the con- 
venient use and working capacity of the ma- 
terial and machinery, and without these im- 
9 f bgp it would have been simply impossi- 

le to mreet the largely increased volume of 
current work which it has been called upon to 
erform. 

While the office is undoubtedly the largest 
of the kind in the world, and is unique in its 
character and purposes, representing in a large 
degree, in its growth and work, the intellect- 
ual and business development of the nation, 
yet it falls short of embodying that. perfection 

F of mechanical resources which is necessary to 
meet the ends for which it was designed. Such 
an office should represent, in its personnel ma- 
chinery and material, the highest development 
of skill and the latest and most efficient appli- 
ances of mechanical invention. Nothing else 
wil] meet the demands of an instructed fpublic 
sentiment for the best attainable service of the 
people and their government. The government 
has lost many times the cost of a sutticient 
plant for this oftice by not having improved 
machinery and suflicient room. The constant 

rowtl of the country, and the continued en- 
argement of the business and necessities of 
the government, due both to the natural 
growth of the department and the.creation by 
congress of new bureaus, commissions, etc., 
the enlargement and better equipment isa 
pressing necessity. 

The recent investigation of the public prin- 
ter, showed that his conduct of the affairs of 
the bureau under his charge extended everl to 
the minutest detail in every department of 
the office, and that the looseness and general 
disregard of the public interests, which char- 
acterized his predecessor, have been com- 

letely eliminated. The comfort and conven- 
ence of employes have been carefully 
studied and many needed _ improve- 
ments made. The present structure could 
not ers agg be recommended 
as asanatarian, but Mr. Benedict has done 
more than all his predecessors combined to 
render the positions of the employes pleasant 
as|wellas profitable. The employe of the 
government printing office does not receive 
the same consideration those in other 
departments, and Mr. Benédict says, in his 
report, that he deems it not only wise but just 
that the employes of this Office should be 
placed npon the same footing as employes of 
other departments. They certainly render as 
necessary and faithful service, are the equals 
of any class of ooo servants in intelligence, 
and are entitled by their surroundings to the 
equal consideration of the government. The 
usual time accorded to department employes 
for leave of absence is thirty days in each year, 
while in this office it is limited to fifteen baa 
and coupled with conditions not elsewhere 
prescribed. He trusts congress will extend the 
same length of leave to employes of this office, 
and allow pro rata leave to those serving 
fractional parts of ayear. The thirty days 
leave bill passed, and he worked faithfully for 
it. 

Under recent decisions of the comptroller of 
the treasury, all employes who have received 
their leave of absence for one year are entitled 
to pro rata leave for any shorter period there- 
after for which they make application. A 
numberof employes discharged in the reduc- 
tion of force a year ago are now entitled to pro 
rata leave for longer or shorter periods, but no 
a! eg son exists out of which they can be 
paid. The amount estimated to be due such 
employes is $2,500, and he 
mends that congress make provision 
for its payment. It would _§ facili- 
tate the public work if congress would 
authorize the public printer, under special cir- 
cumstances, to credit employes with the total 
amount due them for leave of absence without 
their actually taking such leave. In certain 
cases omployes can not take their leaye with- 
out embarrassing the work of the office, and it 
seems a hardship that those who are thus com- 
pelled to sacrifice pleasure to public duty 
should be denied the bounty which congress 
has awarded to faithful service in the office. 
Nor should the office be compelled to forego 
such special service rather than deprive such 
employes of any benetits under the act. 

Yo form an idea of the amount of work 
done, it is only necessary to say that the pres- 
ent administration has used 338 979-2,000 tons 
more printing and writing paper, 58 455-2 
tons more ledger paper, 109 11,17-2,000 tons 
more binders’ board, 1,448 pieces more book-

were used in the last year of Mr. Rounds’s ad- 
ministration. 

These figures show a gratifying result of 
work accomplished in the first year by the 
present public printer. It is moze gratity 234 
when a comparison is made of expenditures 0 
the people’s money by the two administra- 
tions. For the fiscal year ending June 3, 
1887, the present public printer expended 
$2,500,078.35. t 

For the fiscal yeat ending June 30, 1886, 
Mr. Rounds expended $1,762,560.07, and for 
the year ending June 30, 1835, he expended 
$2,634,469.71. In the sum expended y the 
present incumbent is included the sum o $95,- 
000 for pay for leave of absence (fifteen days) 
to employes, an item which does not enter 
into the expenditures of Mr. Rounds, as no 
leaves were allowed under his administration. 
While doing vastly more work, as is shown, 
the present incumbent is expending on an 
average about $300,000 less per aunum than 
his predecessor, allowing for the sum paid for 
leaves of absence. 

These figures give ground for an estimate of 
the extravagance and peculation characteriz- 
ing Mr. Rounds’s administration of the office, 
They show that the present public printer in 
his first fiscal year did over 50 per cent more 
work and expended $300,000 less a year than 
his predecessor. "Under Mr, Rounds’s adminis 
tration. basing the estimate on his expendi 
tures for the fiscal year ending June 30, 18386- 
this increased work would have entailed an 
expense of $718,750, making an aggregate of 
$3,481,310 a year. The aggregate under the 
present public printer for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1587, was  $2,500,- 
078, being $984,232 less than the work ‘vould 
have cost if Mr. Rounds had remained in of- 
fice. Noris there any evidence that the pres- 
ent public printer has been parsimonious in his 
administration of the affairs of the office. 
His — are plentiful and of the first qual- 
ity. The average of the earnings of .the em- 

faves is greater. The work is as promptly 
fone as under any former administration, 
The money has been saved by simply check- 
ing the wastefulness and stopping the robber- 
ies that characterized the administration of 
his predecessor, 

I express the deliberate opinion that a more 
consciousless and bare-faced gang of swindlers, 
from the public printer down to the assistant 
foremen in some of the departments, never dis- 
graced the service of a civilized government. 
It is in uncontradicted evidence that during 
the administration of Mr. Rounds thousands of 
books were bound for him, his son, his chief 
clerk, different members of Mr. Rounds’s fam- 
ily, the foreman and assistant foremen of the 
bindery and others, for which the government 
received not one cent of compensation. One 
witness testifies that during the sixty days pre- 
ceding the retirement of Mr. Rounds, there 
was done of this illegal work no. less than 690 
volumes, ata cost to the government, includ- 
ingthe wages of workmen, of not less than 
$6,000. Inthis case the witness gave from 
memoranda kept by him at the time, a com- 
plete catalogue of the books bound and 
whom they were for. Remember that this 
was for a period of but sixty days of Mr. 
Rounds’s term. In addition to this witnesses 
testified that expert workmen were kept em- 
ployed for weeks upon fancy pocketbocks, 
card cases, portfolios, scrapbooks, etc., for 
members of Mr. Rounds’s family and their 
friends. 

Involved in these illegitimate transactions, 
I find several shining lights in the republican 
firmament, it being shown that such brilliant 
exponents of political honesty as Senator John 

Logan and Senator Hawley turned 
an honest penny by having books bound at 
the office without cost to themselves. But the 
climax of impudent, though petty, rascality 
was reached when it was shown thatan elab- 
orate ‘“‘horse biil,’’ giving the pedigree of 
President Arthur’s horse, had been printed at 
considerable expense. The copy was 
furnished by Postmaster General 
Hatton. Fancy, if you can, the 
president of the United States eulogizing the 

oints of his fine stallion and having the ped- 
gree printed at the government’s cost. 

Mr. Roundsis proven by the evidence of 
witnesses in his employ, to have been an un- 
mitigated scoundrel, who used his public trust 
of office for his personal agrandizement. It is 
in evidence that he made asham sale of val- 
uable machinery from the electrotype depart- 
ment, for a nominal price, tothe E. P. Duon- 
nell manufacturing company, of Chicago, and 
that the same machinery was shipped directly 
to Omaha, Nebraska, and is now in use in the 
office of the Republican, of that city, a paper 
owned by Mr.Rounds. To allay any possibility 
of doubt concerning the fraudulent nature of 
the transaction, the committee secured the 
evidence of Mr. Donnell, of Chicago, 
who testified that he had never purchased this 
machinery, and that when it was shipped to 
his company they refused to recoive it, and 
that the boxes were re-marked at the freight- 
room of the Baltimore and Ohio road in Chi- 
cago, ‘Republican, Omaha, Nebraska.’’ It is 
also in evidence that upon one occasion Mr, 
Rounds sold to A. H. Byington, of Norwalk, 
Connecticut, a Hoe pony press from the goy- 
ernment printing office for $250, as shown 
from the ks of the office. Mr. Byington 
testified before the committee that the amount 
really paid for the press was $450, and showed 
by the stubs of his check book that that was 
the amount he paid Mr. Rounds, Here was a 
cool, clear steal of $200. 

It would seem that Mr. Rounds must Lave 
taken lessons in nepotism under a recent illus- 
trious incumbent of the presidential office. He 
thoroughly believed in caring for his family, 
whether the interests of the public were ob 
served or otherwise. The testimony shows 
that he had asonin Chicago who required a 
vast amount of fatherly care, which was ex- 
tended, regardless of the requirements of 
common onesty. From this son he pur- 
chased for $2,300 a Campbell press the market 
price of which was but $1,300; that he bought 
of the same hopeful youth, 11,000 pounds of 
roller composition for forty-five cents per 
pound, when the market price was but twenty- 
six cents. 

The most prominent feature in the clouded 
administration of Mr. Rounds is found in the 
recorded history of his purchase of ink, of 
which the office uses more than 25,000 poands 
per year. It appears from the eyidence that 
the ayerage price per pound paid by 
Mr. Rounds for what was really infer- 
ior qualities of ink was, for the fiscal 
year 1885, 66.17 cents; for the year 1886, 50.09 
cents. For the less than ten months 
of the fiscal year 1887, during which 
Mr. Benedict filled the office, the average 
price paid fora much superior quality of ink 
was 24.85 cents per pound. To place it in a 
different and more comprehensive light,the to- 
tal cost of ink for the fiscal year 1885 was $17,- 
536.70. For the ten months of Mr. Benedict’s 
charge of the office during the fiscal year 1887 
the cost ofa much superior grade of ink war 
but $4,194.11, or at the rate of about $5,033 per 

ear, & Saving as compared with the fiscal yeas 

885 of more than $12,000 upon the single item 
of ink. The same is true of the item of roller 
composition, of which Mr. Rounds bought 
11,099 pounds in 1885, ata cost of forty-five 
cents pound, and Mr. Benedict purchased 
in 1887 but 5,995 of a superior article at twenty- 
six cents per pound. 

In these ink transactions the fact must not 
be overlooked that Mr. Rounds bought his 
supplies of G. B. Kane, of Chicago, his 
brother-in-law, while Mr. Benedict made his 
purchases in an open and competing market. 
Truly the tribe of Rounds has been an expen- 
sive luxury to the government. 

And what gets next to the undershirt of the 
good democrats in this department is the fact 
that some of the very men who worked under 
Mr. Rounds and possibly had a finger in the 
pie, are still in office. Some of them holding 
the ‘‘fattest’”’ places, too. Of the foremanships 
in the office, nearly all are filled by republi- 
cans or turn-coats. If Mr. Benedict will hus- 
tle out these blatant hangers-on and give hon- 
est men and democrats a chance, he will have 
accomplished his mission. In all, save this, 
he has done his full duty and has made a mag- 
nificent record. R. M. C.

MEETS A HORRICLE DEATH. 
teturning to a Blast to fee Why It Did Net 

Go Off Fle ts Killed by the Diseharge— 

A Sudden Flight inte + ternity. 

A headless, hloody corpsef —. ~ 

That was the horrible, never to be forgeiten 
spectacle upon which the granite miners at the 
Lithonia quarries gazed yesterday. 

The body without the head was that of 
Angus Jegeame Motr:scn, 2 granite miner, 

The miner’s head was blown from his body. 

Morrison had beer working in the Lithonia 
quarries for about eighteen months and was 
one of the most expert granite minem, He 
was always extremely carcful and on account 
ofhis prudence was usually the last man to 
leave a blast and the first to return to it when 
there was any danger. 

Yesterilay when the men working with Mor- 
had com- 
nleted three deep holes, which, it was thought, 
would loosen a great quantity of granite when 
lozded aul discharged. The first thing alter 
dinner Morison began loading thetleee holes. 
Powder was put in and then the tamping. The 
work wes sluw and dangerous, as h always is, 
but the men about Morrison felt perfectly se- 
cure, beeanse, of their confidence in him, 
Finally the leading was finislied, and Morti- 
S6n, iuTning to his companions, said: 

‘You imd better get now, E ant goimg to let 
her go.”’ 

The werkmen moved away, and ag soon as 
they were at a safe distance Morrisom applied 
a coal of fire to the fuse and then put himself 
in motion for a place of safety. Immediately 
after he reached his companions there was @ 
low, dull report aud Morrison said: 

“One.” 

Tn 2 second there was another report. 

*Two,’’ remarked Morrison. 

The men remained motionless and qniet a 
few seconds awaiting the third report. It did 
not follow and the miner said: 

“What's the matter with that other blast?” 

“Did you fire all three?’’ asked one ef his 
companions. 

“Of course I did,’’ answered Morrison. 

The men waited a few seconds more and 

forricon took out his wateh. Glancing at it 
hé said: 

“TIT guess the wire failed. I will waita 
minute and go back.” 

VYith his time piece in his hand the miner 
‘watched the hands go round. Then when 
the time was up he started back. Beside him 
walked a negro man, and close behind him 
came a small white boy. As the two moved 
along Morrison said: 

“IT can’t understand that. Two of them 
could not have gone off at once.’’ 

‘Oh, no,”’ answered his companion. 

In a few seconds the miner and the negro 
wore upon the blasts with the small boy right 
inthe rear. Just aa they reached the blast 
the negro observed the stone immediately in 
front of him rise up, and realizing that the 
load had gone off, sprang back yelling: 

‘Look out! She’s going!’ The negro’s warn- 
ing came too late for Morrison. Almost be- 
fore the words had left his mouth, and while 
he was yet roiling down the cliff, the dis- 
charge came. 

A cloud of smoke and dust arose a second, 
blinding the werkers. Then itquicklyelearcd 
away, revealing the small white bey flying 
down the hill. 

But the miner could not be seen anywhere. 

The boy ran into{the gang of workmen cull- 
ing loudly for he!p. 

Fle was covered with blood. 

Ifis face was almost dyed with it, while his 

thing was bespattered. He made a horri- 

, frightful picture, and was so badly fright- 

d that he could not speak. hi 

‘The miners knew that something dreadfal 
had occurtod, aud hurried tewards the blast. 
reaching the spot, they saw Mor- 

flat @ apon the ground, 
and Fearing the worst they walk 
ed up to the fellow-workman,litile prepared for 
the frichtful seene revealed to them. 

Morrison was lying with his shoulders close 
to the drilied hole, but his head was gone— 
torn almost entirely away. The stone had 
been shattered by the discharge and great 
seams were in the reck. The blast had done 
great cxecuuion. 

It is presumed that when tho blast went off a 
large piece of stone was thrown upward and 
struck Morrison under the chin, tearing his 
head away. -His death, however, must have 
been instant. 

The negro who saw the stone bed moving 
was not hurt, neither was the boy who was 
covered With the muner’s blood and _ brain. 
The darky jsays that he could seo the ground 
rise very distinctly, and that he could fee) 
it under his feet, but that it 
was SO quick and rapid that 
he had no time to do anything but give the 
warning cry amd tumble away from the dan- 
ger. The miners are surprised at the result of 
the accident. Morrison they think should have 
detected the Warning as quick as the negro. 

The body was turned over to the undertaker 
at Lithonia and prepared for burial. 

Morrison was @ young man. He was a native 
of Scotland and popular with the miners.

KEROSENE A BANE. 


Petition to the Empéror to Banish It from 
the Empire. 


From the New York Sun. 


China, of at least some of the officials of 
China, wish to retaliate for American Chinese 
restriction laws by laws prohibiting the impor- 
tation of American Kerosene into China, 
Chang Chitung, Viceroy of Canton, has ad- 
dressed a memorial to the emperor, in which 
he arraigns kerosene as the greatest monace to 
the peace and prosperity of the empire. It 
burned up 400 houses in Swatow not long ago, 
he says, and just before that it destroyed a 
steamer and cost 800 people their lives. Soon 
afterward it burned 1,000 houses in Canton and 
destroyed $10,000,000 worth of property. It is 
responsible, he says, for nine-tenths of the fires 
that occur every winter in Canton. 

He declares that it has done incalculable in- 
jury to life and property; that it is worse than 
opium, being more swift and terrible in it 
deadliness; and that it has almost destroye 
the native industry in peanut, colza, and been 
oil, On account of its evil deeds the viceroy 
says that he did his best last year tokill the 
trade in kerosene by raising the inland transit 
dues on it, but the fell destroyer was too subtle 
to be driven out by this process, and the evil 
was increasing rather than diminishing. 
Therefore the viceroy flow petitions the throne 
for aid ip his struggle with the foreign trader, 
who, undet the guise of friendship, insists on 

rofiting himself by introducing an article 
ighly injurious to the welfare of China. 

rhe viceroy points gut that there Is no diffi- 
culty in putting an 6nd tothe baneful traffic, 
because the treaty of 1881 with America makes 
provision to limit Chinese immigration to that 
country on account of the competition of Chi- 
nese labor being objectionable, ‘“‘and if they 
can prohibit our going there because Cninese 
labor is injurious to their interests, we have an 
equal right to prohibit the importation of kero- 
sene when it is injurious tous. The law that 
nations havea right to protect their own inter- 
ests and prevent injury being done to their 

ple applies to both countries alike, if there 

any justice; and when either government 
acts on this principle no objection can be raised 
by the other.”? The viceroy therefore formally 
request that a stop be instantly put to the im- 
portation of the baleful kerosene.

The Question for the Supreme Court to 
Decide—Selling Alcohol to a Minor. 

An interesting case comes up for argument 
in the supreme court Monday morning. 

It is the case of O. H. Snider against the 
on carried up from the city court of At- 
anta. 

Some months ago Mr. Snider was charged 
with violating the statute making it a penal 
offense to sell spirituous or intoxicating liquor 
to minors. The case came up in the city court 
and the proof was that Snider sold alcohol to 
aminor. Judge Van Epps charged the jury 
that alcohol came within the meaning of the 
term spirituous or intoxicating liquor. 

The defendant claims that this was a ques- 
tion of fact on which Judge Van Epps had no 
right to charge the jury, and the case was car- 
ried up to the supreme court, where it is to be 
decided whether selling alcohol to a minor is a 
violation of the statute making it unlawful to 
sell spirituous or intoxicating liquor to minors. 

The plaintiff is represected by Alexander & 
Turnbull, and the state by Solicitor F. M. 
O’ Bryan. 

Mr. Turnbull and Mr. O’ Bryan spent yester- 
day in the state library looking up authorities 
on the case, and they found them divided on 
the question.

Mr. Breckin- 
ridge will be remembered as the man with

this session. He is a member of the ways | 
and means committee and the son of the late | 
John C. Breckinridge, of Kentucky. But his 
prospects of being returned to the fifty-first 
congress at present looks rather gloomy. In 
Arkansas, besides the two regular parties there 
isa union labor party which controls a very 
large vote. In the recent state elections his 
district gave the union labor candidate for 
governor twenty-seven hundred majority over ; 
the regular democratic nominee. This party 
now hasa candidate out opposing him, and 
the republicans also haye a man in the field. 
The republicans will vote solidly for their 
man,and it is feared the union labor party will 
make such a draw upon the democratic vote 
that Mr. Breckinbrige will sustain defeat. 

The matter became so evident tothe demo- 

cratic leaders in the state that they have writ- 
ten here for him to return home at oncé and 
enter the canvass. Mr. Breckinridge, how- 
ever, had engagements ahead in New York 
ander the national committee, which he is 
compelled to fill, and cannot get to Arkansas 
before the 25th. Realizing the embarrassing 
position of Mr. Breckinridge, Senator Berry, 
of Arkansas, has.gone home to canvassin the 
district until Mr. Breckinridge can got there. 
Senator Berry thinks it is going to be a tight 
race but hopes to carry it for Mr. Breckin- 
ridge. 

Mr. Breckinridge is now the leading orator 
on the canal boat, Thomas Jefferson, whichis 
traversing the Erie canal from Buffalo to Al- 
banv laden with democratic speakers and cam- 
paign documents. The boat left Buffalo a few 
days ago, and will stop at all towns along the 
canal at intervals of twenty-five miles and 
whoop up for Cleveland and tariff reform. A 
brass band is on board with a battery of artil- 
iery on the bow «of the boat, which is 
drawn by six white horses and decorated’ 
with national flags and portraits of the candi- 
dates. Mr. Breckinridge and others speak 
during the day and at night a huge stereopti- 
con illuminates the darkness with tariff 
maxims. ‘Iho portion of the canal traversed 
by the Thomas Jefferson is largely republican 
but asthe canal men use plenty of materials, 
such as hemp and iron work, that aro enorm- 
qusly enhanced in price by reason of the tariff, 
those special subjects will be set before them. 
The Thomas Jefferson will come through the 
canal to Albany, and then be towed to New 
York. The entire expenses of the trip, which 
will not be far from $10,000, are being borne 
by ex-Mayor John Boyd Thacher, of Albany. 

Major William H. Martin, the representa- 
tive from the second district of Texas, of 
whom so many queer stories have been printed 
this session, is a typical Texas ranchman. He 
was very green when he first reached Washi- 
ington, andthe many storics written about 
him were founded on facts. He has,however, 
in a degree recovered from his verdancy and 
has learned the art of vot talking too much. 

I bad a talk with him yesterday about 
his home’ in Texas. He lives near 
the little town of Athens and owns 
one of the very choicest ranches
